ITALIAWS IN AFRICA. 
Likewise the Lively Delegate in His

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 
ROME, Dec. 16.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
In the Chamber of Deputies today 
Premier Crispi spoke on the African 
situation as it affects Italian interests, 
defending himself against the charges 
made by Deputies Imbriani and Cava- 
lotti yesterday, as he announced he 
would do. He denied that Italy had 
brought on the war in Abyssinia, and 
he stated that the Italian forces had 
only acted on the defensive, but had 


been forced to advance for strategic 
The government, he said,

The Minority Faction Fears it 


is to Be Deprived 
of Seats.

Proceedings in COongress—Flynun 
of Oklahoma Denounces Hoke 
Smith of Georgia. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—There was 
a conference of Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders in the Speaker's room 
this afterndon .to discuss the Repub- 
lican plan for increasing the number 
of committees to deal with election 
contests. 

Mr. Reed invited Messrs. Dingley, 
Daniels, Henderson, Cannon, Payne 
and Dalzell of the Republicans and 
Crisp, McMillin and Bailey, Demo- 
crats, to the discussion. The plan out- 
lined by the Republicans was for three 
committees of nine members each, six 
Republicans and three Democrats, 
each committee to be divided into three 
subcommittees, each composed of two 
Republicans and one Democrat. While 
this plan would give the minority a 
smaller proportionate representation 
than it has formerly had, Mr. Reed ex- 
plained that the division was rendered 
necessary by the scheme for sub-com- 
mittees. “With nine sub-committees 
each one would have three contests to 
consider, as of the thirty-eight con- 
tests four have been practically aban- 
doned by the failure of the contestants 
to gather evidence, and Mr. McGann 
of Chicago has conceded his seat to 
the Republican claimant, Mr. Belknap. 

The Democrats were assured that 
the only object entertained by the ma- 
jority was to facilitate the disposal of 
the contests and establish the titles of 
the rightful claimants wihout delay in 
the interest of justice and economy. 
Mr. Reed said that the Republican in- 
tention was to settle the cases strictly 
upon the legal evidence and in a judi- 
cial spirit. 

Difference of opinion was developed 
among the Democrats. Messrs. Crisp 
and McMillin declined to assent toe the 
proposition, and are understood to 
have held that the’ proper plan. if a 
committee of. the. a Coulda not 
} hear all the evidenge, would be to in- 
crease the number of committcemen. 

Mr. Bailey took the stand that the 
Democrats were bound to accept the 
assurance of their opponents that the 
minority would be fairly treated, and 
was disposed to accede to the plan. 
The other Democrats were inclined to 
the opinion that the scheme was one 
to unseat Democrats with greater facil- 
ity. No understanding was reached, 
and it was by courtesy that the Demo- 
crats were consulted, as the Repub- 
licans intend to carry out their plan. 

THE TWO HOUSES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—The Sen- 
ate was in session about two hours to- 
day, half of that time being given to 
Senator Stewart of Nevada in a vigor- 
ous assault on the gold “combine.” In 
one respect the Senator presented a 
new phase of the subject with which 
his name has been so closely identified 
in Senate speeches. He urged that 
the great depreciation of silver gave 
to the cheap labor of Asia a tremen- 
dous advantage in competition with 
the domestic products of the American 
market. Japan in particular, he said, 


] Was profiting by the difference of 50 


per cent. between our money and that 
of Japan, and Japanese merchants 
were today underselling home _ pro- 
ducers in many lines of goods. Dur- 
ing Senator Stewart's speech, Mr. 
Matsu, secretary of the Japanese lega- 
tion, was an attentive listener in the 
diplomatic gallery. 

An echo of Comptroller Bowler’s sus- 
pension of the sugar-bounty payments 
was heard in the resolution of Mr. Caf- 
fery of Louisiana, calling on the Treas- 
ury Department for the reasons for 
the suspension. 

Postmaster-General Wilson’s recent 
order forbidding postal employées from 
urging postal legislation also came in 
for attention, Senator Peffer offering a 
comprehensive resolution of inquiry as 
to the order. 

Another resolution by Senator Gal- 
Mnger calls for information as to the 
number of aliens in the various gov- 
ernmental branches. 

The proceedings in the House today 
were enlivened by Mr. Flynn, ‘the dele- 
gate from Oklahoma, who offered the 
resolution: 

“Whereas, by act of Congress ap- 
proved March 2, 1895, an agreement be- 
tween the Wichita and affiliated bands 
of Indians in Oklamoha and United 
States commissioners was duly ratified 
and provisions made for the allotment 
of lands therein to the Wichita Indians 
and providing for the opening of the 
surplus lands after allotment to home- 
stead settlement; and, whereas, the 
Secretary of the Interior has wholly 
failed to appoint agents to allot such 
lands, as provided in said act; there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, that the Secre of the 
Interior hereby be directed, if not in- 
compatible with the public interest, 
to report to the House, first, the rea- 
sons and causes operating, if any, to 
delay the appointment of allotin 
agents and the allotment of said lands; 
and, second, whether any of his con- 
nections or relations by blood or mar- 
riage, are acting as attorneys for 
said Indians or any party or parties 
interested in delaying the opening of 
the reservation to settlement.” 

The Democrats were not disposed to 
raise any objection to this resolution 
of inquiry by Mr. Flynn, who, after 
consent for its consideration had been 
secured, began an attack on the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, which called 
forth a vehement protest from Mr. 
Cooper of Florida. The latter main- 
tained that Mr. Flynn's language 
toward the Secretary was undignified 
and disrespectful. This incited Mr. 
Flynn to renewed attacks. At the con- 
clusion of. his speech, however, he 
called for the previous question, thus 
shutting off the possibility of a fur- 
ther defense of the Secretary of the In- 
terior. 

The House agreed to take 


up tomor- 
row the proposition to increase the 


membership of the principal commit- 
tees, and to create an additional Com- 
mittee on Elections, in order to facill- 
tate the disposal of the contested-elec- 
tion cases. This promises to be a lively 
debate. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The Repub- 
lican Caucus Committee of the Senate 
completed its work of assigning the ma- 
jority members of the Senate commit- 
tees today, and will be prepared to re- 
port to the Republican caucus tomor- 
row. The assignment of chairmanships 
is as follows: ; 

Agriculture, Senator Proctor; Appro- 
priations, Senator Allison; to Audit 
Coftingent Expenses, Senator Jones of 
Nevada; Census, Senator Chandler; Civil 
Service, Senator Pritchard; Claims, Sen- 
ator Teller; Coast Defense, Senator 
Squire; Commerce, Senator Frye?

Enrolled Bills, Senator Sewell; Exam- 
ination of Branches of Civil Service, 
Senator Peffer; Finance, Senator Mor- 
rill; Fisheries, Senator Perkins; Foreign 
Relations, Senator Sherman; Immigrm- 
tion, Senator Lodge; Improvement of 
the Mississippi River, Senator Nelson; 
Indian Affairs, Senator Pettigrew; In- 
dian Depredationsa, Senator Wilson; In- 
terstate Commerce, Senator Cullom; Ir- 
rigation, Senator Werren; Judic ary, Sen- 
ator Hoar; Library, Senator Hansbrough; 
M&nufactures, Senator Wetmore; Mili- 
tary Affairs, Senator Hawley; Mines 
and Mining, Senator Stewart; Naval Af- 
fairs, Senator Cameron: Organization 
Executive Department, Senator Butler; 
Pacific Rallroads, Senator Gear; Patents,

This disposes of the chairmanships of 
dil but eleven committees. The com- 
mittees undisposed of are known as 
the minority committees. The Repub- 
licans now control them and they will 
fall to the Democrats under the new 
organization. The Caucus Committee 
has made provisions for the Populist 
Senators, as the Democrats did in the 
last Congress, and have given each of 
them a chairmanship, giving each the 
same position held under the Demo- 
crats, except Senator Kyle, who is pro- 
moted from the chairmanship of the 
Committee on Education and Labor to 
that of the University of the United 
States. 

The committee will recommend the 
enlargement of all the larger commit- 
tees, including Finance, from eleven to 
twelve members; Judiciary, from 
eleven to thirteen; Appropriations, 
from nine to twelve; Foreign Relations, 
District of Columbia, Commerce, Mili- 
tary Affairs, Naval Affairs and Public 
Buildings. The incentive to this change 
is found in the difficulty of harmoniz- 
ing all the elements in the party, but 
it is justified by the growth of the Sen- 
ate as a body.

After the list is passed upon by the 
Republican caucus, it will be handed 
to the Democrats, when it is supposed 
they will proceed to fill out the minor- 
ity representation on the committees. It 
is supposed that can be done in time to 
permit the Committee on Appointments 
to make itsreport latethis week, but the 
Republican managers realize that they 
are at the mercy of the Democrats in 
this respect. They have given up all 
hope of the election of officers before the 
holidays.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—SENATE. 
Senator Quay presented to the Senate 
the petition of the Wool Merchants’ 
Association of Philadelphia and asked 
that it be read and inserted in the rec- 
ord. 

“That is a bad example,” interposed 
Senator Sherman, “what is this peti- 
tion?” 

“It asks,” responded Senator Quay 
with a malicious smile, “that the wool 
schedule of the McKinley act be re- 
enacted as a law.” 

Senatcr Sherman joined in the gen- 
eral smile. “Certainly, there could be 
no objection to that,” said he. The pe- 
tition was thereupon read. 

Senator Peffer of Kansas offered a 
resolution calling upon the Postoffice 
Department for information as to the 
practice of imposing fines oh em- 
ployees, also as to the restriction placed 
on postal employees against conferring 
with Senators and members regarding 
legislation. The resolution was re- 
ferred. 

Senator Caffery of Louisiana offered 
a resolution, which was agreed to, call- 
ing on the Secretary of the Treasury 
for information as to the reasons for 
suspending the payment of a bounty to 
manufacturers of sugar. 

Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire pre- 
sented a resolution calling for reports 
from all government departments zs to 
the number of aliens employed. It was 
referred to the Committee on Civil 
Service Reform. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada addressed 
the Senate on the pending resolution 
for a commission to investigate the 
needs cf labor and agriculture, predict- 
ing an invasion of the prceducts of ori- 
enta! lands in competition with Ameri- 
can domestic products. 

The agents of Japanese manufactur- 
ers, he said, were now in the United 
States selling goods at ces far below 
the cost of production ‘in the United 
States, offering bicycles of -Japanese 
make at $12 each, and parlor matches, 


! 


doors, sash, blinds, cooperage stock and 
hats, gloves and wearing apparel at 50 
per cent. below the domestci price. 
Japan had taken the initiative, but 
China wowld follow. 

Senator Dubois today introduced a 
bill to make Indians subject to the 
game laws of the several States. The 
bill is designed to prevent any such 
trouble as occurred with the Bannocks 
at Jackson Hole last summer. 

“At the basia of this menacing condi- 
tion,” said Mr. Stewart, “is the gold 
combination. It has reduced the value 
of silver 50 per cent., thus giving the 
Asiatic countries an advantage of 3) 
per cent. on exchange."’ 

The only means of averting this com- 
plete commercial supremacy of the 
Asiatics, he said, was to place gold and 
silver on an equal basis. Mr. Stewart 
used severe language in arraigning the 
gold syndicate, declaring that it con- 
trolled national conventions, selected 
Presidents and directed the affairs of 
the national administration. 

At the conclusion of Senator Stew- 
art’s remarks, the resolution was laid 


aside, and at 2:30 o'clock the Senate 
adjourned. 
HOUSE.—The proceedings were 


opened by Mr. Cannon of Illinois offer- 
ing a@ resolution for the consideration 
tomorrow of an amendment to the rules 
for the increase of the membership of 
leading committees from 15 to 17, the 
number in the last House, and the cre- 
ation of additional Committee on Elec- 
tions. The resolution was adopted af- 
ter Mr. Crisp stated the minority would 
not object to increased membership, but 
certainly would oppcse the creation of 
an additional election committee. 

Mr. Flynn of Oklahoma asked unan- 
imous consent for the consideration of 
a resolution calling upon the Secretary 
of the Interior to inform the House of 
the reasons for delay in the appoint- 
ment of allotting agents to allot land 
to the Wichita Indians, and whether 
any blood connections of the Secretary 
of the Interior were interested in de- 
laying the opening of these lands to 
settlement. 

Mr. McMillin thought the resolution 
was not drawn inthe usual form. 
While he was examining it, Mr. Flynn 
called out: “It don’t affect any of 
your importations into Oklahoma.” 

“I don’t make importations,” replied 
Mr. McMiNin sharply. 

“Well, Hoke Smith does for you,” re- 
turned Mr. Flynn. 

Mr. McMillin protested that this was 
not an occasion for levity. He pointed 
out the defect in the resolution, and, 
at Mr. Flynn's request, the words “if 
not incompatible with public interests” 
were inserted. Mr. Flynn made a brief 
explanation. He declared that the al- 
lotting agents required by law had not 
been appointed. 

“It is a well-known fact,” he said, 
“that Hoke Smith has a lot of relations 
who are profiting by delay in this mat- 
ter. They are acting as attorneys for 
Indians,” he said. 

Flynn's attack on the Secretary of 
the Interior was bitter. He said among 
other things that he saw today a con- 
tract by which a man was to receive 
$2700 if he could prevent Secretary 
Smith from ratifying the agreement. 

Mr. Cooper of Florida, Democrat, de- 
nounced Mr. Flynn's extraordinary 
speech. He protested that Flynn in- 
dulged in lamguage concerning a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet unbecoming to a 
member of the House, and eulogized 
Secretary Smith as a man who stood 
as high. before the American people as 
any man on the floor of the House. 

. Flynn replie@-with some temper. 
He admitted that he had feelings in 
the matter, and explained that fhe 
cause of it was in his trip to Washing- 
ton last spring. He had come 1500 
miles to see the President and find out 
why Secretary Smith had not complied 
with the law. He had written to Pres- 
ident Cleveland for an audience and 
had waited in vain for a week to see 
him. He appealed to Secretary Smith 
and the commissioner of the land office, 
but to no avail. Mr. Flynn then de- 
manded the previous question. The 
ee was adopted without divis- 
on. 

On motion of Mr. Moody of Massachu- 
setts, by unanimous consent, a bill was 
passed for the amendment of the act of 
1878. for the establishment of bonded 
warehouses for storing and cleaning 
rice for export, so as to include permis- 
sion for curing and repacking fish for 
export in such warehouses. Several re- 
quests for unanimous consent were re- 
fused, several of them relating to the 
printing of petitions for the recognition 
of the Cuban belligerents, after which, 
at 1:40 o’clock, the House adjourned. 

A PACIFIC CABLE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator 
Carter of Montana today introduced a 
bill authorizing the Pacific Cable Com- 
pany, a corporation organized under 
the laws of New York, to build a sub- 
marine cable from some point on the 
Pacific Coast to the Hawaiian Islands 
and Japan. It is to touch at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, and such other points 
as are deemed advisable. 

No liability for construction is to at- 
tach to the United States, but the 
United Statgs shall pay for a period 
of twenty years a yearly sum of $25 
per nautical mile, not to exceed 7250 
miles, and all messages of the United 
States are to be carried free for that 
period, and given preference in trans- 
mission. In case of war the United 
States may take possession of the line. 
The press rates shall not exceed half 
the rate paid for ordinary ge 
The line must be laid and in working 
order within two years from the ap- 
proval of the bill, 
REPRESENTATIVE SMITH’S BILL.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(Special 
Dispatch.) It is stated on the highest 
authority tonight that President Cleve- 
land will transmit to Congress some 
time this week, perhaps tomorrow, the 
entire correspondence between the 
State Department and Lord Salisbury 
with reference to the Venezuelan mat- 
ter. 

The President and Secretary, Olney 
had a conference lasting three hours 
today, and it was decided to lay the 
correspondence before Congress at the 
éarliest possible date. It is eald the 
President will merely send with the 
correspondence a letter of transmittal 
and will not attempt to enter on a dis- 
cussion of the difficulty in the message. 

It is further said that the reply of 
Lord Salisbury is of such a nature that 
it means simply that the United States 
or Great Pritain must recede from the 
position taken or the trouble between 
the two nations will become critical. 

President Cleveland is said to realize 
that the situation ts already bordering 
upon the acute stage and he destres, in 
transmitting the correspondence to 
Congress without recommendation, to 
shift the responsibility from his ows 
shoulders to that of the representa- 
tives of the people. 


FIELD OF POLITICS. 


Utah Submits Her Constitation to 
President Cleveland. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Gov- West 
of Utah today escorted to the White 
House and presented to the President, 
Messrs. Letcher and Sherman, coummis- 
sioners appointed to deliver to him. a 
certified copy _of the constitution 
adopted by the new State, and a state- 
ment of the vote by which the consti- 
tution was adopted. The constitution 
was a gold-bound volume, encased in 
Morocco. The President has submitted 
the documents to the Secretary of 
State for investigation, and if the pro- 
ceedings were in accordance with the 
provisions of the act of Congress pro- 
viding for the admission of a State, 
and the new constitution also complies 
with the requirements, the President 
will issue his proclamation declaring 
Utah a member of the family of States, 
Besides the commissioners there were 
in the party, Col. Trumbo, Delegate 
Cannon. and John W. Burton of Salt 

Lake City. 

Mr. Letcher, in submitting the consti- 
tution, said: “In compliance with the 
law we are here to present to you the 
constitution ratified by the people of 
Utah under the enabling act of Con- 
gress, and to ask at your hands the 
consideration which it demands.” 

The President responded, congratu- 
lating the people of Utah upon the 
progress they had made, and said that 
he would examine the documents and 
see if all requirements of the law had 
been complied with, and that he would 
give the matter of issuing the procla- 
mation his immediate attention. The 
President remarked: “There has been 
considerable change of sentiment in 
Utah during the past few years. I am 
glad to see it, and congratulate the 
people of Utah.” 

Secretary Thurber promised to in- 
form the citizens of Utah a few days In 
advance of the proclamation, so that 
the Utah courts might not be impeded 
in the transaction of business. There 
necessarily will be a change in the 
courts’ procedure when Utah becomes 
a State. The Territorial officers of 
Utah also requested that the proclama- 
tion be not issued before the ist of Jan- 
uary, so that they might settle up their 
accounts and make reports for the full 
calendar year. Secretary Thurber es- 
pecially congratulated Col. Isaac 
Trumbo upon the efforts for Statehood 
made by Utah citizens. The delegation 
left the White House with the belief 
that the proclamation will be issued 
about the first of the year. The law 
provides that Utah may hecome a State 
the first Monday after the issuance of 
the President’s proclamation. 

WANTS ANOTHER CONVENTION. 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Dec. 164.—A meet- 
ing was held at the office of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, at which it was 
finally determined to make a special 
effort to obtain the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in 18%. Signed 
pledges from five national committee- 
men were read and promises were re- 
ported from four others. Several let- 
ters were also produced. . non-committal 
as to voting, but very friendly in char- 
acter. 

Arrangements will be made in the 
course of a few days for a delegation 
to be sent to Washington to be present 
at the meeting of the National Com- 
mittee, and there is a confident feeling 
that both the nominating conventions 
will be held in St. Louis next year.

CARLISLE'S ANNUAL 


SOME VIEWS ON THE FINANCES 
AND OTHER THINGS. 


The Secretary Gives a Guess at the 
Surplus Which He Expects to 
Have Next Jane. 


Me Claims the Right for His Office 
te Issue and Dispose of Bonds 
When He Thinks Fit. 


The Gold Withdrawals Dae Largely 
to Distrast—Contract With the 
Morgan Syndicate—Attack on 
the Banknotes. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Secretary 
Carlisle’s annual report of the state 
of the finances was sent to Congress to- 
day. It shows that the revenues of the 
government from all sources during the 
last fiscal year amounted to $390,373,- 
203. The expenditures during the same 
period aggregated $433,178,826, leaving a 
deficit for the year of $42,805,223. As 
compared with the fiscal year 18%, the 
receipts for 1895 increased to $17,750,705, 
although there wasadecrease of $11,329,- 
981 in the ordinary expenditures, which 
is largely accounted for by a reduction 
of $11,134,055 on sugar bounties. The 
revenues for the current fiscal year are 
estimated upon the basis of existing 
laws at $431,907,407 and the expenditures 
at $448,907,407, which will leave 4 de- 
ficit of $17,000,000. For the coming fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1896, the Secretary 
estimates the receipts at $464,793,120 and 
the expenditures at $457,884,193, or an 
estimated surplus of $6,908,926. The 
Secretary states briefly the facts con- 
cerning the issues of bonds during the 
year, the particulars of which have al- 
ready been reported to Congress. 

BPRING SEA AFFAIRS. 

The report shows that the Bering Sea 
patrol fleet during ‘the last season 
boarded and examined ninety-four ves- 
sels, fifty-four of which were engaged 
in sealing. The number of skins actu- 
ally counted was 31,216. Many of the 
vessels in the revenue-cutter service, 
the Secretary says, are very old and 
nearly unseaworthy and he recommends 
that four new ones be provided to take 
the place of the McLane, the Crawford, 
the Seward and one for the port of New 
York. The Secretary says the govern- 
ment of Great Britain has refused to re- 
new the sealing regulations agreed upon 
for the season of 1894, providing for the 
sealing up of arms, which leaves the 
question of the possessian and use of 
arms to be determined wholly by the 
Paris award. The total catch of seals 
at sea in the award area during last 
season was 56,291 as compared with 61,- 
838 for the season of 1894. The catch 
on the seal islands was 15,000. A careful 
count of all the seals on the islands last 
year makes the number a little over two 
hundred thousand, a decrease of over 
one-half since 1891. 

CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 

- The Secretary devotes a large share 
of his report to a discussion of the con- 
dition of the treasury and the currency, 
in the course of which he makes an ex- 
haustive argument in favor of the re- 
tirement of greenbacks. 

The cash balance in the treasury on 
-the first day of December, 1895, he says, 
“was $177,406,386, being $98,072,420 in ex- 


' eess of the actual gold reserve on that 


day, and $77,406,386 in excess of any sum 
that it would be necessary to use for 
replenishing that fund in case the Sec- 
retary should at any time be able to ex- 
change currency for gold. There is, 
therefore, no reason to doubt that the 
ability of the government to discharge 
all of its currency obligations dur- 


ing the present fiscal year and 
have a balance at its 
close without imposing additional 


taxation in any form upon the people, 
but holds to the opinion heretofore ¢x- 
pressed, that the Secretary of the Treas. 
ury ought always to have authority to 
issue and sell, or use in the payment 
of expenses, short-time bonds, bearing 
a low rate of interest to supply casual 
deficiencies in the revenue. ’ 

“With a complete return of the nor- 
mal business condition of the country 
and a proper legislative and executive 
. Supervision over expenditures, the rev- 
‘enge laws now in force will, in my 
opinion, yield ample means for the sup- 
port of the public service upon the basis 
now established, and upon the assump- 
tion, which seems to be justified, that 
the progress now being made toward 
the restoration of our usual state of 
prosperity will continue without seri- 
ous interruption, it is estimated that 
there will be a surplus of nearly $7,000,- 
000 during the fiscal year of 1897. Dur- 
ing the fiscal years 1894 and 1895 the 
ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment have been decreased $27,285,656, as 
compared with the fiscal year 1893, and 
it is believed that with the co-opera- 
tion of Congress, further reductions 
can be made in the future without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the public 
service.” 

Continuing, he says: “‘The large with- 
drawals in December, 1894, and ‘January 
and the early part of February, 1895, 
were due almost entirely to a feeling 
of apprehension in the public’ mind, 
which increased in intensity ‘from day 
to day until it nearly reached the pro- 
portions of a panic, and it was evi- 
dent to all who were familiar with the 
situation that unless effectual stress 
was promptly taken to check the grow- 
ing distrust, the government would be 
compelled within a few days to suspend 
gold payments and drop to a depreci- 
ated silver and paper standard. More 
than $43,000,000 of the amount with- 
drawn during the brief period last men- 
tioned was not demanded for export, but 
Was taken out by people who had be- 
come alarmed on account of the critical 
condition of the treasury in its rela- 
tions to the currency of the country. 

“The purchase of 300,000 ounces of 
gold followed, it being in the contract 
that not less than one-half of the gold 
was to be procured abroad, but after 
@ large part of the gold had been fur- 
nished from abroad, the Secretary, in 
order to prevent disturbance in the 
rates of foreign exchange at a critical 
period, and avoid a condition which 
would force gold exports and conse- 
quent withdrawals from the treasury, 
acquiesced in a departure from the lit- 
eral terms of the contract, that one-half 
of the coin should be procured abroad, 
and accepted deposits of gold then held 
in this country to complete the deliv- 
ery. Ordinary prudence demanded that 
the success of the plan to protect the 
treasury against withdrawals should 
not be endangered by insisting upon a 
strict compliance with all the details or 
the contract, especially as the govern- 
ment could sustain no loss, and the 
whole amount of the gold stipulated for 
Was secured. The amount of bonds is- 
sued under this contract was $62,315,400,

doubt and uncertainty still prevailing 
in the public mind, and especially 
abroad, concerning the future mone- 
tary policy of the government. Untib 
these defects in our laws are remedied 
and these doubts removed, there can 
be no satisfactory assurance of immun- 
ity from periodical disturbances grow- 
ing out of the obligations Which the 
government has been compelled to as- 
sume in relation to the currency. 

“Our past experience with the United 
States and treasury notes has clearly 
shown that the policy of attempting 
to retain these obligations of the gov- 
ernment permanently as a part of our 
circulating medium and to redeem 
them in coin on presentation and re- 
issue them after redemption, must be 
abandoned, or that such means must 
be at once provided as will have a ten- 
dency to facilitate the efforts of the 
Secretary to accumulate and maintain 
a reserve in coin d@ufficient in amount 
to keep the public constantly assured 
of the stability of our entire volume of 
currency and of our ability at all times 
to preserve equality in the changeable 
value of its various parts. The latter 
alternative, which, in my opinion, if 
adopted, would not afford the _ relief 
demanded by the existing situation, 
necessarily involves such large in- 
creases of the interest-bearing public 
debt from time to time and would im- 
pose permanently upon the government 
such erroneous and inappropriate du- 
ties in relation to the paper currency 
of the country that it ought not to be 
favorably entertained except as a last 
resort in the struggie for the mainte- 
nance of public faith and the preserva- 
tion of the inviolability of present con- 
tracts, 

THE ULTIMATE RESULT. 

“The issue of bonds,” he gays, 
procure coin for the reserve, which is 
the only effectwal method now availa- 
ble under the law, will, unless condi- 
tions which have already been devel- 
oped by the present policy is radically 
changed, ultimately result in the crea- 
tion of a public debt much larger than 
would be required to retire and cancel 
the notes and the annual interest 
charge would be much greater than it 
would be necessary to incur on a new 
issue of ‘bonds adapted to the present 
circumstances of the government and 
the well-known preferences of invest- 
ors. If, however, an attempt is to be 
made to keep the United States notes 
and treasury notes permanently in cir- 
culation by reissues after redemption, 
and the government is to be perma- 
nently charged with the duty of sus- 
taining the value of all our currency, 
paper and coin alike, the conclusion 
cannot be avoided that the policy of 
issuing bonds for the accomplishment 
of these purposes must also become 
permanent and such additional pow- 
ers must be conferred upon the Secre- 
tary as will enable him to execute the 
Paws relating to these subjects with the 
least possible disturbance of the busi- 
ness affairs of the people and the least 
possible charge on the treasurer. 

“I am thoroughly convinced that this 
policy ought not to be continued, but 
that the United States and treasury 
notes should be retired from circula- 
tion at the eartiest practicable day and 
that the government should be wholly 
relieved from the responsibility of pro- 
viding a credit currency for the people. 
It would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to devise a more inconvenient, danger- 
ous or expensive system than the one 
now in operation under the laws pro- 
viding for the issue, redemption and re- 
issue of legal tender notes by the gov- 
ernment. 

“There has never been a time since 
the. close of the war,” the Secretary 
says, “when the gradual retirement 
and canceMation of the United States 
notes would not have been a benefit to 
the country, nor has there ever been a 
time when the issue of additional notes 
of the same character would not have 
been injurious to the country. If our 
legal-tender notes were retired there is 
abundant reason to believe that a very 
large amount of gold which has been 
excluded from the country by the ex- 
clusive use of silver and paper in our 
circulation, would promptly return to 
take its place in our currency and con- 
stitute a permanent part of our me- 
dium of exchange. 

“A country having such extensive 
trade relations with other nations as 
we now enjoy cannot now be deprived 
of its proper share of the world’s stock 
of money, and if it adopts and adheres 
to a sound and stable currency system 
at home it will get the best money the 
world has, because no other kind is 
ever used in international transactions. 
As long as the government leaves our 
people reasonably free to trade abroad 
and does not make any kind of paper 
legal payment for debts, it cannot ma- 
terially or injuriously contract the cur- 
rency by the withdrawal of its own 
notes. The retirement and cancella- 
tion of the legal-tender notes would 
not necessarily produce any contraction 
of the circulation, and if euch a result 
should follow and continue for any 
considerable period, it would be a dem- 
onstration of the fact that the volume 
of currency previously existing was not 
needed in the business of the people. 
Whenever the volume is reduced below 
the actual requirements of trade, the 
deficiency will be supplied elther from 
abroad in exchange for r products 
and securities or by the banks at home, 
or both. 

“The United States notes and the 
treasury notes issued in payment for 
silver bullion, together amounting at 
the beginning to $502,612,018, have been 
used and are still being used to with- 
draw gold from the government when- 
ever our own people or the governments 
or peoples of other countries see proper 
to demand it for any purpose, and, un- 
der the laws now existing, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has no means of 
complying with these demandsexcept by 
the issue and sale of interest-bearing 
bonds under the act of January 14, 
1875, or by the purchase of gold coin 
with bonds or notes of the lLinited 
States under sec. 370 of the Revised 
Statutes. Against these demands the 
treasury has no available means cf de- 
fense, except at the sacrifice of the 
public credit and the immediate depre- 
clation of the entire volume of our 
currency. 

THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 

“Long adherence to a false system 
has to a great extert undermined cur 
national credit, so far as it is related 
to the maintenance cf a sound currency, 
and it must be reconstructe], not 
merely propped up by frail and tempo- 
rary supports. N»> surplus revenue, 
however large, couid extricate us from 
our present difficulties, or give assur- 
ance of safety in the future unless it 
should be required to be paid in gold 
under a sysiem which would exempt 
the government from the obligation to 
furnish the gold when demanded to he 
used in maxing the payments; and it 
is searcely necessary to suggest thai 
such a system is possible as long as 
the United S:ates netes and treasury 
notes are kept in circulation and are 
redeemable in gold by the government 
itself on presentation. 

“The opinion seems to prevail! to scme 
extent that the mere possessicn ¢f 
surplus in the treasiny would prevent 
withdrawals of gold and thus render 
| the issue of conds for the protecticn of 

the reserv? unnecessary, but this \iew 
of the subject ‘s founded, in my farg- 
ment, upon an.ertire misconcepticn of 
the causes that Have uced .the 
withdrawals. Unless Iam wholly mis- 
taken, they have very little, if any, re- 
lation to the amount of money held by 
| mo) government, or to the.amount of 


j Money the government has ability to | 


raise by taxation or otherwise, but they 
relate primarily and almost exclusively 
to the character of money that it 
might be abje to supply and keep in 
circulation. In other words it was ap- 
prehension as to the kind of money to 
be@ used and not as to the amount of 
money on hand that brought our se- 
curities back from abroad for sales, 
caused foreign investors to withdraw 
their capital and foreign creditors to 
collect their debts, and compelled our 
own people to suspend or contract their 
business operations and thus diminish 
the incomes of employees and greatly 
eo or entirely stop the wages of 
r 


“Large withdrawals have been made 
during the last three years, simp! 
cause gol was wanted and the desire 
to secure gold was due to a growing 
distrust of the other kinds of circula- 
tion and not at all to any apprehen- 
sion that the government would not be 
able to discharge all ite obligation in 
some kind of paper or coin. When the 
receipts from customs consisted very 
largely of gold, as was the case prior 
to July 1, 1892, before the results of our 
defective currency syatem had been 
fully developed, a surplus revenue en- 
abled the treasury to pay out gold with- 
out disturbing the reserve, and, besides, 
there was at that time no great demand 
for gold by the presentation of notes 
for redemption, and there would, there- 
fore, have been no difficulty in main- 
taining the reserve, even if there had 
been no surplus in the treasury; but 
the conditions have entirely changed 
and an entirely different ‘policy is de- 
manded to meet the situation now ex- 
isting. With or without a surplus rev- 
enue, the government can now procure 
gold only by negotiating loans or by 
making purchases under the statute, 
and this state of affairs, which is the 
natural result of causes still operative, 
is almost certain to continue until the 
causes themselves are removed. 

“There is but one safe and effectual 
way,"’ the Secretary says, “‘to protect 
our treasury against these demands, 
and that is to retire and cancel the 
notes which constitute the only means 
through which the withdrawals can be 
made. Many partial and temporary 
remedies may be suggested and urged 
with more or less plausibility, but this 
is the only one that will certainly re- 
move the real cause of our troubles, 
and give assurance éf permanent pro- 
tection against their recurrence in the 
future. 

“This can be most successfully and 
economically accomplished by author- 
izing the Secretary to issue from time 
to time bonds payable in gold, bear- 
ing interest at a rate not exceeding 3 
per cent. per annum, and having a 
long time to run, and to exchange the 
bonds for United States notes and 
treasury notes upon such terms as 
may be most advantageous to the gov- 
ernment, or to sell them abroad for 
gold whenever in his judgment it is 
advisable to do so, and to use the 
gold thus obtained in redeeming the 
outstanding notes. Under the opera- 
tion of such a plan, if judiciously exe- 
cuted, there could be no improper con- 
traction of the circulation, because if it 
should at any time be found that other 
forms of currency were not being sup- 
plied to the extent required, exchanges 
of bonds for notes would be suspended 
and gold would be procured by selling 
the securities abroad. In order to fur- 
ther facilitate the substitution of other 
currency for the retirement of legal- 
tender notes, the national banks should 
be authorized to issue notes equal in 
amount to the face value of bonds de- 
posited to secure them, and the tax on 
their circulation should be reduced to 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. per annum. 

REDEMPTION OF NOTES. 


“As a part of the plan for the re- 
tirement and cancellation of the legal- 
tender notes, the treasury should be 
relieved from responsibility for the re- 
demption of national bank notes of 
failed banks, and each association 
should be required to redeem its cir- 
culation at its own office, and at 
agencies to be designated by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, as was the 
case prior to ee of the act of 
June 30, 1894; or if this is not consid- 
ered expedient and the present system 
of currency redemption by the treasury 
is continued the Secretary should have 
the power, after a future date to be 
fixed in the law, to require the banks 
to keep their 5 per cent. redemption 
fund in gold coin, and to deposit gold 
coin for the withdrawal of bonds when- 
ever -circulation is to be permanently. 
secured or reduced.” 

The Secretary also favors the pas- 
sage of a law allowing national banks 
to establish branches in smaller towns 
with a view to bringing them closer to 
the people in parts of the country re- 
mote from large towns and cities by 
which their usefulness would be 
greatly enhanced. 

The Secretary in closing his report 
says that it is not probable that any 
plan for the permanent retirement of 
United States and treasury notes will 
be adopted that will not require con- 
siderable time for its complete execu- 
tion, and he therefore urges upon Con- 
gress the propriety of prohibiting any 
further issues of such notes of na- 
tional banks of less denominations 
than $10, thus making room in the cir- 
culation for silver coins and silver cer- 
tificates of small denominations. This, 
he says, would increase their use 
among the people and prevent their 
frequent return to the treasury. 

PILING UP THE DEBT. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The World 
this morning says the withdrawal yes- 
terday of $3,180,000 in gold for ship- 
ment today, leaves the treasury reserve 
at $72,804,766. 

President Cleveland, seeing that a 
bond issue must come, has been in per- 
sonal consultation with members of the 
syndicate which advised and managed 
the last issue. The details of a phan for 
the issue were partially agreed upon, 
and it is understood that the President 
will order the issue as soon as the re- 
serves strikes the $60,000,000 mark. 

The issue will be at least $50,000,000, 
possibly $100,000,000. It is the general 
feeling ‘that today’s shipment will be 
the last for some time, but it is thought 
the President’s mark of $60,000,000 will 
be reached in the first fortnight of the 
new year. ; 

THEY HAVE HOPES FOR US. 

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The Times says 
this morning, in an editorial: “Secre- 
tary Carlisie’s scheme appears to be 
thorough-going, Comprehensive and well 
thought of. We fear, however, that its 
soundness and feasibility, which were 
so clearly demonstrated, will not avail 
with the present majority in Congress.” 

An editorial writer on the Standard 
thinks that the Republicans will prefer 
to continue making deficits by reduc- 
ing the tariff. The Standard says: “Sec- 
retary Carilisle’s report proves that 
American statesmen are making pro- 
gress on the currency question, and 
gives hope for the future.” 

The Chronicle, commenting upon the 
report, does not believe that the pres- 
ent Congress will retire the treasury 
notes or do anything with the currency 
question. “The most hopeful thing would 
be to reduce national expenditures, and 
especially for pensions.” 


Reminders of an Explosion.

INFERNAL MACHINES, | 


PLOT TO KILL MILLIONAIRES 
ARMOUR «uD PULLMAN. 


Two Packages Received at a Postal 
Station in Chicago and Opened 
by the Authorities. 


A Mail Collector Sees Rowgh-looks 
fing Man Lay a Parcel on One 
of the Boxes. 


The Suspicious Individual Piaced 
Under Arrest—The Conspirators 
Were Overheard Prior to the 
Attempt—Developments. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—A conspiracy to 
assassinate George M. Pullman and 
Philip D. Armour has just come to 
light, and every effort is being made to 
apprehend the perpetrators of the plot. 
This afternoon two packages were re- 
ceived at postal .station L, of which 
William Hanlon is superintendent, di- 
rected to P. D. Armour and George M. 
Pullman, respectively,. and the pack- 
ages were finally turned over to Post- 
office Inspector Stuart for inspection. 
They proved to be infernal machines, 
which, had they reached their destina- 
tion and been-opened without suspicion 
by the men for whom they were in- 
tended, would probably have blown 
them into eternity. 

The packages were taken up by Col- 
lectod Philip Kirkwood of station L. 
One of them he found on a mail box at 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-first street. 
The second machine was laid on the 
box just as Kirkwood approached it to 
make his collection. He saw a man of 
rough appearance lay a package on the 
box and walk away. When he reached 
the box he found the package to be 
similar to the one which he had picked 
up at Fourteenth street, and addressed 
in the same handwriting. Each pack- 
age weighed about twenty-four ounces, 
and the poorly-scrawled addresses 
were alone enough to attract the atten- 
tion of the carrier. The postal author- 
ities were already on the lookout for 
suspicious packages for Armour, as a 
Stranger had notified attaches of his 
office that an infernal machine was on 
its way to Armour through the mail. 

He claimed to have overheard an ex- 
posure of the conspiracy from two men 
talking in an alley. The employees of 
Armour did not place much reliance in 
the story, but informed the postoffice 
Officials. 

A similar visit was paid Pullman on 
Sunday night, presumably by the same 
persons who took the trouble to inform 
Armour’s people. Pullman had al- 
ready retired, and did not see the visi- 
tor, who appeared very much worried 
and anxious to see him in person. He 
delivered his message, however, with- 
out seeing Pullman, and left a card 
with his business address. This Pull- 
man declined to make public after- 
ward, as it might be the exposure of a 
valuable clew. The man who gave the 
warning is said to have been a metal 
polisher named Owens, but this has not 
yet been entirely confirmed. 

This afternoon Pullman made an 
effort to locate the owner of the card 
but in this he was unsuccessful. He 
dispatched a confidential man to the 
place of business specified on the card, 
but was told the person of the name it 
showed was absent, being an outside 
man and seldom at the headquarters

The' dangerous character of the pack- 
ages has been established without a 
doubt. A trial test of their contents 
was made and this proved that the 
packages contained an explosive in 
force akin to dynamite. The packages 
were about eight inches long. They 
were wooden boxes, each containing a 
drawer. Matches were so arranged in- 
side as to be ignited by the friction 
with sandpaper, which was glued to 
the box above the drawer when the lat- 
ter was pulled out. The boxes were 
well provided with explosives, but in 
the bottom was placed a piece of lead 
pipe several inches long. 

The arrest of Albert Remser was 
made on the strength of statements 
made by Collector Kirkwood, who said 
the man whom he saw place the pack- 
age on the box resembled a man whom 
he had seen arrested Jast summer for 
throwing stones at Pullman’s windows. 
He was under the impression that the 
men were one and the same, and Rea- 
ser, who was the stone-thrower, -was 
at once brought in. He denies in the 
strongest manner thalt he sent the 
packages. 

The packages, as described by one of 
the postoffices attaches, who saw them 
when brought in by Hanlon, were rec- 
tangular, about six inches long, two 
inches deep and two inches wide. They 
were wrapped with a light brown paper 
and addressed in a rough hand with a 
pencil. On the margin was written, 
“Contents, wire.” The addresses were 
misspelled. That Mr. Armour had been 
notified of the conversation reported to 
have been overheard by a citizen last 
night was further confirmed by a mes- 
sage to postal station J, ar the Ar- 
mour residence, this mornMg, not to de- 
liver any letters to the house. 

Auditor Drake of the postoffice said: 
“Hanlon brought the two args to 
my office this morning. He laid them 
on my desk, and, after telling me his 
suspicions, he proposed to open them. 
I ran out of the office, and told him to 
take them upstairs to the postmaster’s 
room, I was not willing to satisfy any 
curiosity by having him open them on 
my desk. The packages weighed, I 
should judge, about twenty-four ounces 
each, and one side was covered with 2- 
cent stamps.” 

Albert Reaser was taken to the Bride- 
well today to work out a fine of $60 im- 
posed for lounging around Millionaire 
Field’s home on Prairie avenue, near 
the Pullman and Armour residences. 
Reaser had been found several times in 
the same locality previous to his arrest 
last Saturday, and on his person were 
letters addressed in his own handwrit- 
ing to Marshall Field and George M. 
Pullman, asking for employment. He 
was formerly an inmate of the Bunning 
Insane Asylum, whence he escaped on 
November 15. Reaser claims to have 
worked in Kirk’s soap factory up to a 
short time ago, and seems perfectly 
harmless, though the police are sus- 
picious of him, and believe he is only 
pretending to be insane. 

“I did not mail any packages or letter 
to anybody, and would have delivered 
the letters I had in my pocket, only 
I was afraid of being caught by the 
police,” said Reaser. When arrested 
last Saturday, Reaser, in replying to a 
question as to why he was loafin 
around the house, said: “Why, Marshal 
Field has buried his money in the yard, 
and I am going to find it.” The writ- 
ing on the package mailed to George M. 
Pullman and Armour today will be com-' 
pared with that on the letters found 
upon Reaser. 

P. D. Armour was not in his office 
this afternoon. His private secretary, 
W. J. Quinn, was there. He said that 
Mst night a man unknown to any one 
in the office had entered and informed 
Cc. W. Comes, the manager, that a plot 
was on foot to destroy Mr. Armour. An 
infernal meehine, he said, had been 
mailed to him, and he warned Mr. Ar.- 
mour’s representative to have the mat- 
ter looked into. Quinn. said: “We did 
not put much reliance in the man’s) 
words, but in order to be on the safe 


It was learned that Armour is on his 
way to Jacksonville, , whither he 
started yesterday. It was denied, how- 
ever, that the rumor of someone hav- 
ing designs upon his life had anything 
to do with the millionaire’s leaving 
town. It was asserted that he hed al- 
ready left the city when the news of the 
mailing of the infernal machine reached 
the ears of his employees, and that the 
matter would disturb Armour bery little 
if he had heard of it. | 

LATER DEVELOPMENTS. 

S. A. Owens, the man who informed 
Armour and Pullman on Sunday night 
that the infernal machines would be 
mailed to them, is detained in Postal 
Inspector Stewart's office on the 
position that he sent thé bombs. The 
theory expressed by Inspector Stewart 
is that Owens conceived the idea of 
sending the bombs and notifying the 
recipients in advance of the mailing of 
the package in the hope of obtaining a4 
good reward. This belief is further 
strengthened by the similitude of the 
bad spelling in the address and the 
bad spelling in a statermmnent furnished 
by Owens in detailing the manner of 
his securing the information of the 
sending of the packages. In his state- 
ment, Owens spells “contents” as ‘‘con- 
tence.” 

Further confirmation of the theory is 
found in the fact that Owens’s business 
is that of a worker of metals, and the 
fact that the bomb was prepared by a 
skilled man. The lead pipe is plugged 
at both ends with cork, and the lead 
hammered down over the opening to 
make the cork plugs hold. 

Owens’s statement, made to Inspector 
Stewart, recites that on Sunday night 
at 11:30 o’clock he went into the alley 
under the L tracks at Congress street, 
and there overheard the conversation 
between two men to the effect that 
they intended sending bombs to Ar- 
mour and Pullman. He then called at 
the homes of the men and notified them 
of the intention of the conspirators. 
Owens denies that he sent the machines 
through the mails.

The bridal procession was 
headed by four ushers, Following them 
came the groomsmen, Edward Preto- 
rius, Jr., ward Faust, Henry Koeh- 
ler, Jr., Charles C. Orthwein, Henry 
Conrade and Fred Orthwein. Next 
came two little nephews of the bride, 
Masters Adolphus and Edward Mag- 
nus; Miss Lillian Busch, a sister, and 
Miss Lily Schuller, a niece. 

Misses Hulda Lemp, Marie Saussen- 
thaler, Alma Hahn, Alice Orthwein, 
Fannie Conrade and Marie Elizabeth 
Schneider, the bridesmaids, followed, 
and after them came Adolphus Busch, 
Jr., with Dorothy Magnus and Capt.

TROOPERS TAKEN TO 
TOUGH TERRITORY. 


Will Be Kept on the Hunt for that 
Indian Scare as Long as it 
Remains Uncorraliled. 


The Acting Indian Agent at San Car- 
los Lays Some of the Killing 
to a Party of Deputies. 


Lord Sholto’s Change of Bill—Moses 
Gunst Will Keep His Life Joh. 
A Pomona Man Seeking for His 

Wife—Howell’s Hearing. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SOLOMONVILLE (Ariz.,) Dec. 16.— 
Col. Sumner, commander at Fort 
Grant, arrived here this afternoon. 
He'has troops now out at every point 
where Indian renegades are likely to 
pass near. Two troops from Fort 
Grant are stationed at Duncan. One 
arrived at Fort Thomas today, and a 
troop left Fort Apache today for Hamp- 
son’s ranch, on Eagle Creek. Capt. 
McCormick, with a troop and scouts, 
has trailed two renegades. from Whit- 
lock Mountains to the Gila River, near 
Guthrie, between Clifton and Duncan. 
The trail was lost there in the rough 
country, but they will take it up again 
and follow it on foot if necessary. The 
Indians abandoned a pony, which was 
b ht in by the troops. 

Col. Sumner says that his orders are 
to keep the troops out, and that he will 
spare no pains to capture the rene- 
gades. He will likely remain here di- 
recting fhe movements of the troops 
from. this point. There is no semblance 
of trouble or an outbreak of Indians 
from the White Mountain reservation, 
nor any excitement here. The rene- 
gade Indians bave been off the reser- 
vation for six years. 

AN REPORT. 

“WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs Browning has 
received the following dispatch from 
Acting Agent Miser at San Carlos In- 
dian agency, Arizona: “The killing of 
an Indian on Cibuque Creek was done 
by one of a party of deputy sheriffs, 
who claim interference in the execu- 
tion of their duties. The matter is be- 
ing investigated. No undue excite- 
-ment yet, and no evidence shown s0 
far that Merrill and daughter were 
killed by reservation Indians.”’, 


BRAVERMAN GOES UNDER. 


A Well-known San Francisco Jew- 
eler Heavily in Debt. 
(REGULAP ASSOCIATED PRESS LEPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 16. — The 

Chronicle tomorrow will say: 

“What promises to develop into one 
of the sensational failures of the year 
received its initiative yesterday by the 
filing of a petition by five creditors, 
asking that Louis Braverman, the well- 
known jeweler, be declared an involun- 
tary insolvent. The names filed to the 
petition and the amounts represented 
are as follows: Daniel Meyer, $2800.45, 
on promissory notes; Louis Einstein & 
Co., $4562; Bank of Centra! California, 
$4599, on two notes; Louis Gundelfinger, 
$10,000, Bertha Bernheim, $265; a total 
of $22,572.45. 

“This does not by any means repre- 
sent the total of Braverman’s liabil- 
‘ities, which those in a position to know 


., declare will reach a sum much over 


re 


. $250,000. cause assigned for the peti- 


tion, which is signed by only five of 
the creditors, is that Braverman has 
failed to meet certain obligations at 
the time specified. This cause is not 
regarded as the true one, for up to a 
few days ago Braverman could have 
raised easily on his note twice as much 
money as would be required to meet 
the amount represented in the petition. 

“The causes leading up to Braver- 
man’s failure may be traced back two 
years, when the firm of Braverman & 
Bostelman was forced to the wall. This 
firm succeeded the old firm of Braver- 
man & Levy, doing business on Mont- 
gomery street, which had made an as- 
signment to Louis Braverman, The firm 
of Braverman & Bostelman was formed 
in January, 1892, and consisted of Sig- 
mund Braverman and Rudolph W. 
Bostelman of New York. 

“Braverman & Bostelman had been 
large purchasers, and when their ready 
money gave out they floated about $50,- 
000 worth of paper to tide them over 
their difficulties. They did not make 
-an assignment for the benefit of their 
creditors, but transferred all their in- 


‘terests to Louis Braverman, who con- 


tinued the business ut No. 121 Post 
street. At that time, in order to shut 
out clamorous Eastern creditors, Louis 
Braverman became security for some 
of the firm's debts. 

“This was only one cause of the 
present failure. Braverman was heav- 
ily interested in lands in Fresno 
county and among the petitioning cred- 
itors is the Bank of Central California 
for a little less than $5000. This prob- 
ably represents a small portion of the 
indebtedness to that bank. While Dan- 
fel Meyer signs for only $2800.45, Bra- 
verman is said to owe him some $30,000, 
represented by notes and advances. I. 
Kohn, the capitalist, is said to be a 
creditor to the extent of $70,000, and he 
‘is the only man who is secured. 

“When the firm of Braverman & 
Bostelman was in trouble Louis Bra- 
verman had recourse to Kohn and, in 
order to protect him, turned over prop- 
erty in this city and in the State suf- 
ficient to more than secure him for the 
advances. The deéds to this property 
are not placed on record, but Koh 
having been advised of the pending 
trouble, is said to be prepared to file 
them at any time. 

“I. Wormser, a relative of Braver- 

man, who is at present in Stuttgart, 
Germany, is down for $30,000. The 
Alaska Commercial Company is a cred- 
itor for $15,000; the Nevada Bank holds 
Braverman’s paper for $7500, and the 
First National Bank also thas about 
$5000 of it. New York creditors, whose 
claims may be filed by telegraph, wil} 
increase the amount of the indebtedness 
by some $20,000. Among the petiticners 
is Bertha Bernheim, who signs for only 
$255. Mrs. is Bravermar'’s 
daughter and ther claim, like that of 
(Daniel Meyer, is really for a much 
larger sum. 
-“When seen at his residence last 
night Braverman declined to discuss 
his failure or the Cause leading up to it. 
‘It is an honest failure,” he said. ‘T 
have enough property to meet all my 
debts and leave a surplus besides. For 
any further information, you must see 
my attorney.”

HEADING OFF THE ’WIDOWS.”’ 


Charles Mayne Follows the Late 
Senator Fair’s Example. 
MYGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 16.—Felix 
Merzbach, or, as he was known for 
years in the city and elsewhere, 
Charles Mayne, followed thg example 
set by the late Senator James G. Fair 
in providing in his will against the pos- 
sible materialization of child claimants 
to his estate after his death. Mayng de- 
clares in his last testament that he was 
not married at the time the document, 
wes executed and had no children of 
his own. But he had taken cognizance 
of the fact that sworn testimony could 
be produced with great facility in court 
nowadays in support of alleged widows 
and illegitimate offspring. He made 
special reference to this in his will. He 
sets forth that if “any person shall be 
found, proved and established” to be 
his surviving wife or widow, whether 
the marriage is found to have taken 
place either before or after the will was 
executed, he bequeaths to such person 
$10. Continuing he provides that in any 
case a child “be found, proved and es- 
tablished” to be his offspring, to such 
child he also bequeaths $10. 

Mayne also followed in the footsteps 
of Fair in anticipating and endeavoring 
to prevent litigation. over his estate. 
Believing that he was making a just 
and equitable disposition of his estate, 
considering ail of the circumstances, he 
expressly declares and »rovidesin the 
document_that if any one or more of 
the legatees named by him as being en- 
titled to more than $10 shall at any 
time commence any proceeding to co 
test the will such contestant shall 1 
all interest in the estate. 

This latter provision is admittedly 
aimed at the deceased . millionaire’s 
nephews, Julius and Felix,and at Silvia 
Merzbach who reside in this city and 
who for some time have been erumbling 
because of their uncle’s coldness to- 
ward them. 

As everyone who was intimate with 
the late millionaire expected, Mrs. Lou- 
ise Barroilhet, the adopted daughter of 
Mayne, the widow of-his friend, Henry 
Barroilhet, his nurse and constant at- 
tendant, the woman who watched over 
him so devotedly during his last illness, 
gets the bulk of his great fortune. The 
value of the estate is variously, esti- 
mated from $600,000 to $2,000,000 : 


LOFTUS’S LOFTY ATTITUDE. 


Well-known Miner Displeased With 
the Miners’ Association. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 16. —E. C. 
Loftus has caused surprise among the 
members of the California Miners’ As- 
sociation by resigning his membership 
on the the Mineral Lands Committee, 
of which W. C. Ralston is chairman. 
Ex-Congressman Caminetti has been 
selected to fill the vacancy. A strong 
effort has been made to keep Loftus’s 

resignation quiet. 

Loftus is a prominent miner of Tuo- 
lumne county, and for months has 
been making a hard fight agaainst the 
policy of the Southern Pacific in 
patenting as much land as it could 
within its land grant, regardless of its 
mineral character. It is known that 
Loftus is very much displeased at the 
action of the. Executive Committee in 
indorsing the bill agreeable to the rail- 
road. He still retains. his membership 
in the Executive Committee, but is 
said to have purposely remained away 
from its meetings last week along with 
J. B. Treadwell of Ventura county and 
other members who entertained the 
opinion that for some reason the cor- 
poration had secured friends on the 
committee in number sufficient to pre- 
vent it from asking Congress for legis- 
lation inimical to the present railroad 
land policy. 

Loftus has been advised by friends 
to remain on the Executive Committee 
and join about a dozen others in a 
movement to ask Congress to give Cali- 
fornia a law similar to the Idaho-Mon- 
tana act. If something of this sort is 
not done it will not be a surprise to 
many of the committeemen to hear 
within a few weeks of more than half 
a dozen resignations from the Execu- 
tive Committee as a protest against 
what is alleged to be the domination of 
the railroad in the committee. 


MOSES IS ALL RIGHT. 


The Supreme Court Establishes Him 
: im His Life Job. 

(EGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 16.—M. B. 
Gunst, better known all over the Coast 
as “‘Mose,” has been confirmed in his 
position as Police Commissioner by the 
Supreme Court. Gunst was appointed 
Police Commissioner, a life office, by 
Gov. Markham,- just before he retired 
The appointment, al- 
though relating to San Francisco alone, 
created a great stir all over California. 


Ministers and others objected to Gunet 
because of his reputation as a sport- 
ing man, altho not @ word could 
be ‘sald against his integrity. 

When Gov. Budd came into office he 
promptly appointed Stewart Menzies, 
a highly-respected citizen to succeed 
Gunst. The latter refused to give up 
his office, and the case was carried into 
the courts. Gunst won in the lower 
court, and the full bench of the Su- 


preme Court today sustained the deci- } 


sion of the lower court. Since his ap- 
pointment Gunst has taken active in- 
terest in public affairs, and has insti- 
tuted many reforms in the department 
here, the result of an extended tour of 
investigation in Eastern cities. 

The opinion was written by Justice 
Henshaw, and all the members of the 
court concurred. It declares anew the 
principle of the Hammond case, which 
was that the original appointing power 
of members of the Police Commission 
having been swept out of existence, 
and no power of appointment lodged 
elsewhere than in the Governor, it 
vested a right not to create vacancies 
by removal, but to make appointments 
only when a vacancy existed. In other 
words, M. A. Gunst is now entitled to 
remain a member of the Police Commis- 
sion until he either dies or resigns, or 
until the Legislature shall lodge in 
some person or persons the power to 
appoint his sueeessor. 

The same principle applies to his fel- 
low-commissioners, and, under the rule 
of the Supreme Court, Gov. Budd is 
powerless to change the personnel of 
the commission unless some member 
shall die or resign. 


MAKING IT INTERESTING. 


Howell Prosecution and Defense 
Arresting Each Other’s Witnesses,

As the 
trial draws to a close the bitterness be- 
tween the defense and prosecution is 
becoming greater. Each side is calli- 
ing the other hard names, and while 
the defense is opening an alttack on 

Marsh and Murray, the government is 

again threatening to follow its attack 

on Hanscomb and Harson by trying to 
have J. Vischer, another important 
friend for the defense, brought under 


the jurisdiction of the inquisitors upon 
a similar charge. .

SNODGRASS’S WRATH. 


Tennessee’s Chief Justice Shoots a 
Lawyer at Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) Dec. 16.— 
Chief Justice T. L. Snodgrass of the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee this morn- 
ing fired two shots at John R. Beasley, 
a prominent lawyer, one of which took 
effect in the arm. 

The shooting took place in the law 
office of Congressman Brown, in this 
city, a few minutes before noon today. 
Judge Snodgrass entered the law-office 
to see Mr. Spurlock, the partner of 
Congressman Brown. Beasley was sit- 
ting at his desk, and the Judge, walk- 
ing up to him, denounced the article in 
this morning’s Times which appeared 
over his (Beasley's) signature as a lie. 
Beasley protested it was the truth. They 
came to blows and Judge Snodq ‘ass 
drew a pistol and shot at Beasley twice. 
The ball entered the latter's left arm 
near the wrist and came out near the 


elbow. The other ball lodged in the 
oeiling. 

The charges made by Beasley in his 
card were to the effect that the Supreme 
Court rendered its decisio-. in the rail- 
road-debt case of the State from @ po- 
litical stendpoint, not from justice. 
Judge Snodgrass went before Justice 
Tom Cowart, waived trial and, upon 
giving $5000 bond, was rel~us~.i. 


TAILORS LOCKED OUT. 


Fifteen Thousand of Them Have No 
Today. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Tonight about 
fifteen thousand tailors in this city, 
Brooklyn and Jersey City are locked 
out. There are 195 shops in the em- 
Ployers’ association, and of this num- 
ber eighty-three have posted the new 
ecard, and the rest are expected to fol- 
low within a few days. Twenty thou- 
sand workmen may be involved, for that 
is the number controlled by the Broth- 


erhood of Tailors in the three cities 
named. 


FLASHES FROM THE WIRES. 


A dispatch to the London Standard 
from Berlin says that it is stated that 
the Emperor renewed his invitation to 
Prince Bismarck to attend the celebra- 
tion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the proclamation of the empire. 

A cablegram from Moscow says that 
a conspiracy against the life of the 
Czar has been unearthed there. An- 
other dispatch says that a number of 
bombs have been seized and several 
men and women, including a prominent 
Nihilist leader, were arrested in connec- 
tion with the plot. 

United States District-Attorney Bil- 
ney at Washington has dismissed the 
indictment for alleged embezzlement 
against George F. Kincaid, formerly of 
that city. This action, completely ex- 
onerating Kincaid, will be of interest 
to his friends both in Washington city 
and San Francisco. 

In the United States Supreme Court 
yesterday a motion was made in behalf 
of Elverton R. Chapman for an order 
staying the contempt proceedings 
against him in the courts of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in connection with 
the Senate Sugar Trust inquiry of the 
last session, was denied. 

The Berlin Post says that the Bundes- 
reth has decided that fresh simply-pre- 
pared meat, boiled, roasted, salted or

They gave bonds to the 
amount of $2,225,000. The object of the 
appointment of receivers is to reorgan- 
ize the company and consolidate the 
claims. The receivers will continue the 
work in operation. 

Justice Harlan handed down the opin- 
ion of the United States Supreme Court 
yesterday in the case of Dennis Davis. 
charged with murder, and tried and 
sentenced in the United States Court 
for the Western District »f Arkansas, 
in which the defense had been that of 
insanity. The court below instructed 
the jury that it was incumbent upon 
the defense to establish the fact of in- 
sanity tosecure acquittal on. this charge, 

ut this ruling was reversed, the court 
aying down the principle that the bur- 
den of proof of guilt rests in all crim- 
inal cases upon the prosecution. In de- 
livering this opinion, Justice Harlan 
cautioned the courts against giving too 
much heed to popular clamor against 
pleas of insanity. 

The new steamer Braemer from Ja- 
pan and China ports arrived at New 
York yesterday. The Braemer brings 
a cargo of teas and curios consigned to 
Carter, Macey & Co. From December 
11 to 15 she experienced a succession 
of terrific gales from north to west, 
accompanied by mountainous seas, 
which rose so high that the veteran 
Captain Porter was compelled to stow 
the ship’s engines and put the ship's 
head to the sea for twenty-four hours. 
The Braemer being a new steamer and 
riding light, rode out the gale splendidly 
and suffered no damage. On December 
10 a white schooner-yacht was sighted 
steering to the eastward. Her signals 
proved her to be the Coronel of New 
York bound for San Francisco. 


Fatal Fire at Atlanta. 


ATLANTA, (Ga.,) Dec. 16.—A fire 
occurred at the exposition grounds early 
this morning in the cafe conducted by 
the Lawton Catering Company of Chi- 
cago, adjoining the Mexican village, 
in which James Thompson of Bombay, 
India, an employe of the East Indian 
Pavilion, lost his life.

IT WAS A MAD BATTLE. 


THE CONFLICT WITH SPANIARDS 
ON REMEDIOS ROAD. 


Maceo’s Cavairy Surprises Them in 
a Ravine and a Fierce Fight 
Follows—Over Three Hundred 
Left on the Field. 


(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Dec. 16.—A correspondent 
at Havana details the battle on the 
Remedios road between the villages of 
Taguaso and Iguara, in Santa Clara, 
of which he was an eye-witness. On 
Thursday Col. Zeguara of the Spanish 
army was ordered to proceed from the 
former village with a transport of 200 
mules laden with arms, ammunition 
and provisions for the advance depart- 
ments of the army. The start was 
made at 3:30 o'clock in the morning, 800 
men, of whom one-half were cavalry, 
accompanying the train. No attack 
was expected from Maceo’s cavalry, 
who were supposed to be two days’ 
march ahead, so the troop train was 
allowed to go in advance of the cav- 
alry detachment. 

At dawn of Friday in the most lonely 
part of the road, the sleeping cavaliry- 
men were aroused by the firing of light 
arms ahead, and soon a dozen mules 
tore down the road. Col. Zeguara or- 
derefi his horsemen forward, and soon 
the deep and narrow ravine was filled 
with confused Spanish soldiers. The 
rebels attacked them on either * side 
and from the front, and a fierce hand- 
to-hand encounter ensued. The mules 
and their attendants were crowded to- 
gether, and scores of men were crushed 
to death under the hoofs of 2000 cavalry 
horses of Maceo’s command. The fight- 
ing was flerce, the machete and saber 
being wielded with terrible effect at 
close quarters. 

Col. Zeguara ordered a retreat. Sev- 
enty Spanish troopers were killed, and 
200 wounded, while the rebels captured 
the entire train, and it proved a rich 
prize. The rebels left forty-two com- 
panions on the field. 

REVOLUTIONISTS’ MANIFESTO. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The mani- 
festo of the Cuban revolutionary party 
to the people of the United States was 
made public today. It is a long docu- 
ment, prepared by Enrique Jose Va- 
rona, ex-Deputy of the Spanish Cortes, 
and reviews the history of the revolu- 
tionary agitation in Cuba and the pres- 
ent conditions in the island. The mani- 
festo summarizes the Cuban needs thus: 

“The people of Cuba require only lib- 
erty and independence to become a fac- 
tor in prosperity and progress among 
civilized nations, instead of intranquil- 
ity, disturbance and ruin. The fault 
lies .entirely with Spain. Cuba is not 
the offender. It is a defender of its 
rights. Let America, let the world de- 
cide where rest justice and right.” 

It is set out that no people could bear 
the wrongs endured by the Cubans 
without a protest. without degrading 
and condemning itself to annihilation. 
The manifesto concludes: 

“Spain denies the Cubans all effective 
powers in their own country: condemns 
them to political inferiority in their na- 
tive land, confiscates the product of 
their labor without giving in return 
either surety, prosperity or education. 
Spain has shown itself utterly incap- 
able of governing Cuba, which it ex- 
hausts, impoverishes and demoralizes. 
The Cubans, not im anger, but in de- 
spair, have appealed to arms to defend 
their rights and vindicate the eternal 
principle without which every com- 
munity isin danger. It is a principle of 
justice that nobody has the right of op- 
pression. Spain oppresses us. In re- 
belling against oppression we defend 
the right. In serving our own cause we 
serve the cause of mankind. 

“We have not counted the number of 
our enemies, nor measured their 
strength. We may meet ruin and death 
a few steps ahead. So be it: we do our 
duty. If the world is indifferent to our 
cause, much the worse for all, a new 


iniquity shall have been consum- 
mated.”

Union Traction Company of Phila- 
diphia to Be Tied Up.

car ling in the city is to be tied up in 
a strike that will be inaugurated at 4 
o’clock tomorrow morning. The con- 
ductors and motormen are waging war 
for better wages, shorter hours and the 
privilege of belonging to the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street Railway 
Employees. Following the recent con- 
solidation of all the city lines into one 
company, the Unicn Traction Com- 
pany, there were numerous discharges 
from the company’s service of men be- 
longing to the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion. Since that time committees from 
the union have repeatedly asked for 
conferences with the officials of the 
company, but all their overtures have 
been rejected by President Welch. 

The beginning of the crisis came last 
week when F. D. Mahon, president of 
the national organization, came here 
and took charge of the affairs of the 
union. The result was an ultimatum 
sent by the union this morning to 
President Welch. Mr. Welch informed 
the hearer of the message that there 
would be no answer and that no per- 
son representing any labor organiza- 
tion would be recognized. 

Then a number of sub-committees 
were appointed by the officers of the 
union and for several hours today these 
committees were out on the various 
lines ascertaining the sentiment of the 
company’s employees. Their report 
was that the motormen and conductors 
were almost unanimously in favor of a 
strike. Tonight the employees of the 
company held a big meeting at Har- 
monie Hail and there the strike was 
formally ordered.

RECIPROCITY AND THE FLOUR IN- 
INDUSTRY. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association, held recently in 
Chicago, it was decided to memorialize 
the present Congress to amend the 
tariff law by enacting a reciprocity 
clause similar to that which was re- 
pealed when the present law went into 
effect. The millers of the United States 
are dissatisfied with the existing law, 
and they have plenty of casue for dis- 
satisfaction. They had built up a large 
and constantly increasing export trade 
with the West Indies and Spanish 
America under the reciprocity features 
of the McKinley law. The failure of 
the Gorman-Wilson act to provide for 
reciprocity has resulted in the almost 
total destruction of that prosperous 
trade. The consequent loss to Ameri- 
can flourmakers is estimated by M. H. 
Davis, secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Millers’ National Associa- 
tion, at not less than 4,000,000 barrels a 
year, which is equivalent to at least 
$16,000,000 per annum. 

The countries which purchased our 
flour direct under the reciprocity ar- 
rangement now impose an import duty 
on flour for the purpose of encouraging 
the importation of wheat, to be manu- 
factured into flour by their own mill- 
ers. This plan is manifestly a serious 
loss and inconvenience to American 
millers. It affords no compensating 
gain to any American interest _ 

The reciprocity clause of the McKin- 
ley law was one of the best features of 
that measure. The failure of the Dem- 
ocratic Congress to retain it in the 
present law was due principally to par- 
tisan mulishness. Because reciprocity 
was distinctively a Republican measure 
it was foredoomed to repeal. Under its 
operation our trade with Cuba and with 
the Central and South American States 
had taken on a new growth, which 
promised to develop into vast propor- 
tions within the next few years. The 
Gorman-Wilson act of “perfidy and dis- 
honor” put a blight upon this promis- 
ing trade. 

The above is only one instance out 
of many where Democratic blundering 
has brought serious loss to an in- 
dustry employing American labor. The 
case of the millers has many parallels. 
Is it to be wondered at that the Ameri- 
can people have set the seal of em- 
phatic disapproval upon the legislation 
that has been productive of results so 
disastrous? 


Mark Tapley could “come out strong” 
under rather discouraging circum- 
stances, but he was not in it with 
Secretary Carlisle. Although the treas- 
ury deficit for the past fiscal year was 
nearly $43,000,000, Mr. Carlisle ex- 
presses the opinion that the present 
laws are ample to furnish the revenue 
necessary to support the government. 
At the same time he predicts a deficit 
of $17,000,000 for the current year, but 
thinks there may be a surplus of one 
or two millions for the succeeding 
year. We have had some previous ex- 
perience with Mr. Carlisle’s optimistic 
prophecies. He promised a robust sur- 
plus for the current year, but some- 
how it has failed to materialize. Mr. 


Carlisle, as a prophet, is without honor 
in his own country. 


As illustrating the advertising value

If the bosses have entered 
into such a combination they are very 
likely to come to grief. Maj. McKinley 
is unquestionably the first choice of an 
overwhelming majority of the Repub- 
lican voters, and it is not improbable 
that this majority will insist upon hav- 
ing its preferences respected, without 
reference to the opinions or prefer- 
ences of the bosses. 


Japanese residents of Chicago have 
organized a society to be known as the 
Nippon Club. “Nippoh,” says one of 
the members, “is really the name of 
our country, and the nickname ‘Japan’ 
came about in this way: The Chinese 
pronounced ‘Nippon’ as ‘Yappon,” and 
then the Portuguese traders shortened 
it into ‘Japan,’ but the Japanese speak 
of their country as ‘Nippon,’ so our 
club is the ‘Chicago Nippon Club.’ ” 


There is an indignant protest against 
the new “constitution” of Seuth Caro- 
lina, and the people of that State, who 
have had no opportunity to vote upon 
its adoption or rejection, propose to 
test its legality. The outcome ought 
not to be very doubtful. There should 
be some way of defeating the consum- 
mation of so grave a crime as the dis- 
franchisement of half the voters of a 
State. 


Senator Allen of Nebraska has intro- 
duced a bill which bears the following 
drastic title: “A bill disfranchising 
any citizen of the United States who 
shall solicit_ or accept a title, patent of 
nobility, or degree of honor from a for- 
eign nation, and punishing this act as 
a crime by both fine and imprison- 
ment.” How about American heiresses 
who acquire foreign titles by marriage? 


A clear-cut and telling letter on the 
subject of beet-sugar manufacture in 
California is printed elsewhere in The 
Times today. It is full of facts and 
figures; from the logic of which no es- 
cape is possible. It is good reading 
for everybody except those built after 
the manner of the scheming Oxnards of 
Chino. 


It is not a matter for wonderment 
that Secretary Carlisle’s report was so 
long delayed. He was doubtless try- 
ing to figure out that $22,000,000 sur- 
plus which he predicted for the cur- 
rent year. To make a surplus out of a 
deficiency is a more difficult task, even, 
than to make something out of nothing. 


The newspapers of New York and 
Brooklyn are still “agitating” for 
safety fenders on the trolley-cars of 
the latter city; but the agitation there 
dosn’t seem to have any more effect 
than it has in some other towns not 
so large—about the size of Los Angeles, 
for example. 


In attacking the useless extrava- 
gance of Congressional funerals, Sena- 
tor Peffer has at last tackled a job 
which, if well performed, will result 
in much practical good. 


Mr. Carlisle recommends the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks as a cure for 
our financial “predicament.” Grover 
did the same. None are so blind as 
those who will not see. , 


Now, Mr. Cleveland, as the fishing 
season is over and your duck-hunting 
expedition has reached a successful 
conclusion, we are ready for that “vig- 
orous foreign policy.”

and sunshine, sorrow and gladness, the 
gamut of the emotions is run and the 
chords responsive in the heart of the 
average man, are played upon by the 
men and women who personate the 
in the drama of Lost Para- 

se 


The story is of an iron manufacturer 
grown rich by an invention of his fac- 
tory superintendent, who at the open- 
ing of the play is in ignorance of the 
fact that his invention, the fruit of 
youthful study, is the mainspring of his 
patron’s prosperity. In the progress of 
events, the factory boy, with a passion 
for his employer’s daughter, is repulsed 
by the proud girl, who yields her hand 
to the polished, wealthy and (for a won- 
der) respectable son of her father’s 
dead..friend. The accepted suttor is 
made a partner in the manufactory of 
which the young inventor is superin- 
tendent. At the time, affairs in the 
works are in bad shape. A strike is 
imminent, by the employees, and the 
event is precipitated by the rashness 


and impetuosity of the new partner, 


who, visiting the works, is received by 
a delegation of brawny laborers, and, 
failing to realize the true condition of 
affairs, repulses the men and the strike 
follows. Ruin seems inevitable, and 
certain, when the trusted superintend- 
ent, whose advice has been unheeded, 
joins the men and leaves his amployer, 
after discovering that it is to his in- 
vention that his employer and family 
owe their wealth. The strike is termi- 
nated by the quarrel of the new part- 
ner with his betrothed wife, and his 
consequent withdrawal from the firm. 
Poverty with brains, in the person of 
the young inventor, finally marries 
beauty and wealth in the person of the 
factory owner's daughter, whose quar- 
rel with her affilanced husband leaves 
her free to wed the man of her choice. 
This sounds trite enough, but with the 
opportunities for telling character work 
and the strong situations contained in 
the play, there is no cessation of inter- 
est from rise to fall of the curtain. 

T. D. Frawley, as the young inven- 
tor, is magnificent in his impersonation, 
The adjective is strong, but Frawley’s 
work deserves the description. And 
as a foil for his impersonation of the 
factory superintendent, Maclyn Ar- 
buckle is equally as good in the part of 
the cultivated gentleman, who, in at- 
tempting to deal in an autocratic way, 
as a new partner in the factory, very 
nearly wrecks the institution. A ster- 
ling actor is Arbuckle and his ‘work 
in “The Lost Paradise” has the clean 
cut exquisite finish of a perfect cameo.

HIGH ART OF LYING. 


DIPLOMACY AS IT IS CARRIED 
ON BY RUSSIAN STATESMEN. 


How the Muscovites Hoodwinked 
the Other Powers During the 
War of 1876-77. 


The Mastery in the Balkan Situation 
Secured by Most Flagrant 
Double Dealing. 


Russia Suspected of Piaying the 
Same Game During the Present 
Troubles in the Orient—Some 
Secret History. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 10.—It 
is a matter of surprise to the unini- 


tiated that Russia seems to be holding | 


back and perhaps playing double in 
handling the settlement of affairs in 
Armenia, Talleyrand has defined diplo- 
macy as the “high art of lying,” or, in 
other words, saying one thing and do- 
ing another. In a conversation with a 
gentleman who was on the grotnd, 
and knew many of the inside deals in 
1876, just preceding the Russo-Turkish 
war of 1876-77, some very interesting 
évents are told. He said: “It is sur- 
prising how little faith can be put in 
the public utterances of diplomatic 
officials. I well remember that abou 
the Ist of April, 1876, while the Her- 
zegovinian and Montenegroian armies 
were holding Duga Pass, that two Aus- 
trian officials came to camp, and in the 
name of the Emperor of Austria asked 
for an armistice for fifteen days, and 
requested the Herzegovinian officials 
to: meet the Russian, Austrian and 
other powers’ agents at Castle Nueoro, 
on the Adriatic Sea, and to come to 
some agreement so as to stop the war 
then going on. The then Austria 

Prime Minister was Count Androssy, 

Hungarian. He represented the Hun- 
garian or Magyar element of the Aus- 
trian empire, and looked with coldness 
on the insurrection going on in Bosnia 
and Herzegovinia, because these peo- 
ple belonged to the Slavonic race, of 
which Austria had her quota in Dal- 
matia, Istria, Slavonia, etc. Andrassy, 
like the present Prime Minister of Aus- 
tria, had a plan, which is known as 
the “Andrassy note.”’ 

By the terms of that note, the insur- 
gents were to lay down their arms, 
Turkey was tu grant amnesty and re- 
build churches burned, and grant cer- 
tain reforms that the powers of Eu- 
rope were to guarantee. At that time 
Herzegovinia was depopulated except 
in the large towns, the principal town 
being Trebinje, held by the Turkish 
troops under Monkta Pasha. 

All other Herzegovinians were either 
in the insurgent army or refugees in 
Austria. At Rabusa alone some forty- 
seven thousand men, women and chil- 
dren were gathered, who were fed by 
charity, principally by Austria. 

“T state these facts,” continued this 
gentleman, “so that you ean under- 
stand what follows. I left for Castle 
Nueoro via Graho in Montenegro and 
Risana, in Austria, where I took a 
steamer for Castle Nueoro. The Her- 
zegovinian chiefs, Laza.Socica and Pop 
Bogdan Zimonich, with their staffs, 
went all the way by land to a point 
called Sulterina, on Herzegovinian soil. 
Sulterina was a mile and a half from 
Castle Nueoro, which was on Aus- 
trian soil. Peco Parlarich, the brother 
in-law of. the Prince of Montenegro, 
was left in cOMmand of the insurgent 
army. The reason these officials did 
net wish to get on Austrian soll arose 
from the he that their head man, 
Lylenbetrotrics, d been arrested by 
Austrian officers on Austrian soil and 
entombed. 

On my arrival at Castle Nueoro I 
found Baron Rodich, the Austrian Gov- 
ernor of Dalmatio, and a marshal in 
the Austrian army there. German, 
Italian, Russian and other agents were 
there, waiting for the meeting the next 
day with the chiefs of the Herzego- 
vinian army. “I might as well state 
here,” continued the gentleman, “that 
Sulterina had been a Turkish fortress 
on a neck of land some six hundred 
yards wide that ran to the sea. This 
fort had been captured by the insur- 
gents and blown up. The only house 
standing was a stone one two stories 
high, and about twenty-four feet long. 
Up-stairs were two rooms, one 18x16 
and the other 8x16. It was in the larger 
room where the conferences were sub- 
sequently held. 

“On my arrival at Castle Nueoro I 
met a secret agent of Russia that I well 
knew, but as he is yet in the employ of 
Russia, I will not give his name, for I 
found him a gentleman and kind to me. 
Austria, I think, was suspicious of 
Russia, for they had placed a guard on 
the frontier between Castle Nueoro and 
Sulterina, and no one was allowed to 
go on insurgent territory without a 
pass from the Austrian or Turkish offi- 
cer. I was fortunate in having while 
in Vienna obtained a passport from the 
American Minister, and he 
secretary with me to the Turkish Am- 
bassador, when I had my passpost 
vised by him, so that I could go to 
any place on Turkish soll in Agig;and 
Europe. This also allowed me a ser- 
vant or interpreter. When I met this 
Russian agent there, he was in much 
trouble, for he had tried to go to the 
insurgent chiefs, but had been turned 
pack by the Austrian sentinels. _ 

“He spoke English, as well as other 
languages. I told him that I thought 
I could serve him, for I was myself 
with the insurgents and knew Russia 
was their friend. We took a carriage 
leaving my interpreter in town, and 
drove out toward the camp. Of course 
we were halted, but I produced my 
passport, and told the Austrian officer, 
through my interpreter, that I wanted 
to visit the camp with my interpreter. 
He examined my passport, looked 
carefully at the vise of the Turkish 
Ambassador, and, with proverbial Aus- 
trian politeness, lifted his hat and told 
us to pass on. 

“When we met Socica and Zimonich, 
I soon saw the game. This agent gave 
each a fine watch and chain, and some 
money, and then gave them the true 
Russian order. They were told that 
when they met in conference the next 
day to listen to what was said, and 
ask twenty-four hours to consider the 
same. “This was promised. 

We went back to town-and had a gay 
time. Everybody was happy because 
they thought the end was near. 

I noticed that the public accredited 
agent of Russia and the private agent 
did not seem to know each other. The 
secret agent played his part well as,.my 
employee and interpreter. The next 
day, about two hours before the con- 
ference met, I again went there with 
this agent. When the officers went up- 
Stairs to their conference a guard was 
placed at the door to see that no one 
went up. The guard was a Herze- 
govinian scldier, ‘who serving 
under me when in camp. After they 
went upstairs I went to the soldier and 
passed the agent in, I remaining be- 
low. He afterward told me that he 
heard all that was said. Baron Rodich 
was the spokesman. He told the in- 
surgents that the prime minister of 
Austria had decided what was best for 
them to do and then explained. in de- 
tail the Andrassy note. To emphasize 
what he had said he told them that if 
they did not accede Austria would close 
all her ports in the Adriatic to the in- 


‘thy with 


sent his- 


terms, Austria would at onee stop feed- 
ing their wives and children and old 
men at Ragusa and other points. That 
meant - starvation. 

Then the agents of the governments 
announced that their governments 
would stand by Austria in this action. 
Loudest among them was the public 
agent of Russia. This was putting the 
screws pretty tight if‘all were honest 
in their declarations. After they were 
through, Pop Bogdan Zimonich, for 
the insurgents, asked for twenty-four 
hours to considér it. 

While this was a surprise, yet the 
agents acceded, and the conference ad- 
journed for twenty-four hours. All of 
this talk had been taken down by the 
secret agent, for there was only a thin 
board partition between him and the 
conference, and, as soon as the confer- 
ence was over, he met the insurgents 
and told them that two or three hours 
before the conference met again he 
would have instructions from Russia. 

We drove rapidly back to our_hote 
and went into secret session. We wen 
into a private room of mine, leaving my 
true interpreter on watch at the out- 
side door, with orders that I would-not 
see any one. This secret agent then got 
out a book of cipher, and for an hour 
of more was at work on a dispatch to 
his employer in S8t. Petersburgh. 
When through we went to the telegraph 
office, and I, using him for an interpre- 
ter, sent a dispatch that I did not know 
a word of. 

When the message was gone he was 
as gay and happy as a lark. We again 
that night met all the agents at a cafe, 
and remained there drinking and play- 
ing cards until 10 o’clock, then back to 
our hotel. The next morning I was 
called up about 7 o’clock to get a mes- 
sage. It, too, was all in cipher, and my- 
friend was busy writing until about 
noon. When he was through we had 
breakfast, and took a carriage again for 
the camp of the insurgents. When I got 
there I sat and listened to the speech of 
this secret agent. It was remarkable. 
Russia, who, the day before, told these 
people through her public agent that 
they must yield, was telling them 
through a secret agent to reject all of- 
fers, and to submit a counter-proposi- 
tion that she knew would not be ac- 
cepted, and told them that if Austria 
did stop feeding the refugees the Rus- 
sian Consul at Ragusa had been in- 
structed to feed them at Russian ex- 
pense, and, to cap the climax, they 
were instructed to appoint this secret 
agent as their representative to go to 
the different courts of Europe in their 
name and urge the acceptance by them 
of this counter-proposition. He then 


distributed a great deal of money among 


them. Thinks I, here is diplomacy, in- 
deed. Of course, this agent had his 
instructions before he met me, but Aus- 
tria had blocked the game by putting 
a cordon of soldiers around with orders 
to let no one through except on a pass 
from the Austrian or Turkish officer. 
He often told me that it was a godsend 
to him that I was there with my pass- 
port, because he had not looked for 
these guards, and if he had failed, 
would have suffered in consequence. 

The conference met the next day. 
Pop Bogden Zimonich was again the 
spokesman. He was a venerable-look- 
ing old man, standing over six feet high 
at that time 64 years old. He was a 
priest in the Greek Church. 

When the war broke out, he went 
with his people, having 4000 men under 
him, and holding the left wing of the 
insurgent army at Duga Pass. In sor- 
rowful tones he told the agents that 
they could not accept, having no faith 
in Turkish promises. Said he had five 
boys in the army under him, and would 
rather see them killed fighting for their 
country then to again submit to Turk- 
ish rule. He recited the many wrongs 
that they had borne, and wound up vy 
submitting the counter Proposition as 
Russia instructed them to do. 

Rodich, the Austrian officer, himself 
of Slavonian blood, and in full sympa- 

these people in total ignor- 

ance of the secret help promised, 
thought they were crazy.- He begged 
and implored them to stop and think 
and to not fly in the face of all Europe. 
He told them, and was backed by the 
Russian public agent that even Russia 

vail. ey s fused, 
closed. 
e insurgents appointed the 
agent their envoy, started 
camp. The next day Austria did 
feeding refugees, but the same 
Russia began to feed them. Turkey, 
thinking she had everything her own 
way, violated the truce, and moved on 
the insurgent camp two days before 
the truce expired, with the result that 
on Easter Sunday, April 16,. 1878, 
Monkta Pasha got gloriously defeated 
at Duga Pass. he rest is public his- 
tory, first Servia, then Roumania, and 
then Russia took up arms, and the 
crossing of the Danube, the fall of Rus:+- 
chuck, the battles of*Shenka Pass and 
Pleva are all known. The result is 
that Roumania is a kingdom, so is 
Servia. Austria got Bosnia and Her- 
zegovinia, while Bulgaria and Romelia 
have semi-independent governments. 
“The question now is,” concluded my 
informant: “Is Russia playing the 
Same game in 1895 that she so success- 
fully played in 1876? I think she is.”

A BAD WRECK. 


Collision of a Fast Express and 
Freight at Milton, oO. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LIMA (O.,) Dec. 16.—A wreck on the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
road was reported here this evening. 
The fast express north-bound, which 
left here at 5 o’clock this afternoon, 
crashed into a local freight on a siding 
at Hilton, forty miles north of here, 
and it is said that five persons were 
killed and fifteen badly injured. A 
train with six surgeons left here 
shortly after 7 o'clock, but it is doubt- 
ful if particulars of the wreck will be 
received here tonight, as there is no 
telegraph office at Milton. 

The passenger train was in charge 
of Conductor John Clancy and Engi- 
neer Clark Hoyt and Fireman James 
Osman of this city. It is reported that 
Hoyt and Osman were badly hurt. It 
is believed the crew of the local freight, 
who were in the caboose, were killed, 
and that a number of passengers on 
the express were hurt. The freight 
had pulled in on the end of the siding, 
but the switch was not closed. The 
engine of the express plowed through 
the caboose and a dozen or more of 
the freight cars. 

NOBODY KILLED. 

CINCINNATI, (O.,) Dec. 16.—The En- 
quirer’s second special from Lima, O., 
says that Engineer Hoyt wes the only 
one severely hurt on the passenger train 
in the Milton wreck. Fireman Osman 
escaped with slight injury, as also did 
Brakeman J. Butcher of the iocal 
freight. In the caboose of the local 
were twelve people who were about to 
go to Weston to a lodge meeting. All 
of these were more or less injured. The 
caboose took fire after being telescoped 
with the passenger engine, and burned 
up.

OVER BRASH SPEECHES.

ATLANTA, (Ga.,) Dec. 10.—The Fair 
is progressing finely. Thanksgiving day 
was probably the most largely atténded 
of any day of the season. The day wes 
warm and bright and beautiful—a reg- 
ular Los Angeles winter day. The suc- 
cess and delight of the day were marred 
only by the very thoughtless sectional 
speeches of the Governor and ex-Gover- 
nor of South Carolina.

We have just received information 
that there is a movement on foot to re- 
consider the awards already given, 
wherein those who received silver med- 
als will receive gold ones, those who re- 
cived bronze will receive silver, and

J will receive bronze medals; also that 


another jury will be appointed to pass 
upon the new citrus fruits that are just 
coming in. Such being the case, it is 
hoped the number of medals will be 
increased by awards given to Central 
and Southern California. We are anx- 
iously awaiting the arrival of fresh 
fruit, that we understand is now on the 
way. Porterville’s fresh new fruit is

WELIS, BUT VERY LITTLE 
PROFIT FOR OWNERS. 


The Of] Manm’s Defeat Has Reached

There is no consolation in failure, no 
matter how alluringly one paints the 
advantages of adversity to the man 
who suffers the pains of defeat.

their product with a reasonable profit 
to himself. Unless these results follow 
the advent of the new company in the 
fleld of transportation she oil man is 
at the mercy of ‘tthe sharks of com- 
merce.

Colorade and lines Trying to.

An Associated dress diepateh from 
Chicago says: “A meeting of the Chicago 
connections of the Colorado-U tah lines 
was held today to consider the fight 
between the Union Pacific and the 
Denver and Rio Grande over tickets of 
the former on the markets in those two 
States. Nothing was done at the meet- 
ing, but another meeting will be held 
on Friday of this week. The disposi- 
tion to blame the Union Pacific 
weakened very materially and there is 
a strong opinion that the Western con- 
nections of the Denver and Rio Grande 
are as much to blame for the situation 
as anybody. The lines today put inas 
much time discussing means of keep- 
ing the demoralization out of their own 
territory as anything else.” 

PACIFIC MAIL AND PANAMA, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The Pacific 
Maill-Panama Railroad contract was 
signed today by Collis P. Huntington, 
who received the formal authorization 
of the Pacific Mall directors yesterday. 
J. Edward Simmons, president of the 
Panama Railroad Company, had been 
instructed by the directors of the rail- 
road some days ago to sign the agree- 
ment. The contnact is designed to 
make a complete line between New 
York and the Pacific Coast at San 
Francisco, the Pacific Mail running a 
line of ships on the Pacific Coast and 
the Panama Railroad on the Atlantic 
Coast. The two companies will ex- 
change business on through bills of 
lading, the Panama company getting 
55 per cent. of the Atlantic Coast and 
railroad, while the Pacific Mail will get 
45 per cent. of the Pacific Coast busi- 
ness. The agreement goes into imme- 
diate effect and the Pacific Mail line 
will take its steamers off the Atlantic 
Coast service and transfer them tothe 
Pacific. 

TO SELL A COLORADO ROAD. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 16.—Applica- 
tion has been made to the United States 
Court here for the sale of the Denver, 
Leadville and Gunnison Railroad, bet- 
ter known as the “South Park” line, 
which has been in the hands of Receiver 
Frank Trumbull for the past two years. 
When the line was taken from. the 
hands of the receivers of the Union 
Pacific the latter claimed that it was 
running $22,000 a month behind ex- 
penses. Receiver Trumbull has brought 
it to paying dividends. The arguments 
in the application will be heard on Mon- 
day, December 23, by Judge Hallett, 
and if the application is granted the 
sale will take place within thirty drys. 
It is said the bondholders will buy the 
road and make Trumbull president and 
general manager. 

Trumbull returned yesterday from 
New York. In an interview he said the 
reorganized company would be ready to 
spend $2,500,000 in making the road a 
standard gauge, to connect with the 
proposed new line to Cripple Creek, so 
as to save the projectors of that line 
‘the expense of building to Denver,

Councilman George Pessell occupied 
his usual seat in the Council yesterday 
morning, after an absence from the 
city of nearly a month.

Counctiman Snyder was in the chair 
and at once appointed Councilmen 
Munson, Pessell and Kingery as the 
speciai committee to investigate. the 
matter. Councilman Munson, in addi- 
tion to President Teed’s resolution, pre- 
sented the fcllowing motion, which was 
at once adopted by the Council: 

“Moved. that the City Auditor be 
instructed to examine the reports of the 
several commissions appointed 
opening and widening streets and re- 
pert to the special committee on ex- 
pense of widening streets as to whether 
any money. has been collected and re- 
tained by them in excess of the amount 
set forth in their report.” 

The Council took cognizance yester- 
day of the oll-refinery nuisance as it 
exists in. Les Angeles, and adopted a 
motion instructing the City Attorney 
to prepare and present an ordinance 
prohibiting the erection and operation 
of any oil refinery or oil distillery 
within the corporate limits of the city 

Angeles.

Trial ef MeAneny for Killing Billy 
Hanter. 


Another murder trial is on in Depart- 
ment One, having commenced yesterday 
afternoon. The jury was quickly 
chosen and empaneled and the taking 
of testimony for the prosecution was 
well under way before nightfall.

BLACK BOYS OF SAMOA. 


Robert Louis Stevenson Describes 
the Plantation Workmen. 


(“Letters to Young Friends,” by 
Robert Louis Stevenson, in the Decem- 
ber St. Nicholas:) There are here a 
lot of poor people who are brought to 
Samoa from distant islands to labor 
for the Germans. They are not at all 
like the King and his people, who are 
brown and very pretty; for these are 
black as negroes and as ugly as sin, 
poor souls, and in their own land they 
live all the time at war, and cook and 
eat men’s flesh. The Germans make 
them work, and every now and then 
some run away into the bush, as the 
forest is called, and build little sheds 
of leaves, and eat nuts and roots and 
fruits, and dwell there by themselves. 
Sometimes they are bad and wild, and 
peaple whisper to each other that some 
of them have gone back to their horrid 
old habits, and catch men and women 
in order to eat them. But it is very 
likely not true; and the most of them 
are poor, half-staved, pitiful creatures, 
like frightened dogs. Their life is all 
very well when the sun shines, as it 
does eight or nine months in the year. 
But it is very different the rest of the 
time. The wind rages then most vio- 
lently. The great trees thrash about 
like whips; the air is filled with leaves 
and branches flying like birds; and the 
sound of the trees falling shake the 
earth. It rains, too, as it never rains 
at home. You can hear a shower while 
it is yet half a mile away, hissing like 
a shower-bath in the forest, and when 
it comes to you, the water blinds your 
eyes, and the cold drenching takes 
your breath away as though some one 
had struck you. 

In that kind of weather it must be 
dreadful, indeed, to live in the woods, 
one man alone by himself. And you 
must know that if the lean man feels 
afraid to be in the forest, the people 
of the island and the Black Boys are 
much more afraid than he, for they be- 
lieve the woods to be quite filled with 
spirits; some like pigs, and some like 
flying things, but others (and these are 
thought the most dangerous) in the 
shape of beautiful young women and 
young men, beautifully dressed in the 
island manner, with fine kilts and fine 
necklaces and crosses of scarlet seeds 
and flowers. Woe betide him or her 
who gets to speak with one of these! 
They will be charmed out of their wits, 
and come home again quite silly, and 
go mad and die. So that the poor run- 
away Black Boy must be always 
trembling, and looking about for the 
coming of the demons. 

Sometimes the women-demons £0 
down out of the woods into the vil- 
lages, and here is a tale the lean man 
heard last year: One of the islanders 
was sitting in his house, and he had 
cooked fish. There came along the 
road two beautiful young women, 
dressed as I told you, who came into 
his house, and asked for some of his 
fish. It is the fashion in the islands 
always to give what is asked, and 
never to ask folks’ name. So the man 
gave them fish, and talked to them in 
the island jesting way. Presently he 
asked one of the women for her red 
necklace; which is good manners and 
their way; he had given the fish, and 
he had a right to ask for something 
back. “I will give it you by and by,” 
said the woman, and she and her com- 
panion went away; but he thought 
they were gone very suddenly, and the 
truth is they had vanished. The night 
was nearly come, when the man heard 
the voice of the woman crying that 
he should come to her, and she would

VICTIMS OF SUNDAY’S WET SPELL 
IN THE DOCK. 


Persons Who Looked Upon the Wine 
When it Was Red and Other 
Petty Lawbreakers—The Gunny 
Sack Vagrant Convicted. 


Fifteen drunks graced the Police 
Court dock yesterday, but these are 
not all that succumbed to the wet spell 
on a dry Sunday. There are others, but 
they got away. Four of the prisoners 
were corralled by Officer Richardson 
Sunday afternoon in the yard at the 
rear of the Pellez Winery on Aliso 
street. More than a dozen hobos, full

The officer alsd arrested Mrs. Celes- 
tine Pellez, wife of the proprietor of the 
place, who was selling wine, on the 
charge of violating the Sunday-closing 
ordinance, Mrs. Pellez had her trial 
yesterday afternoon, and was acquitted 
on the grounds that she does not keep 
or assist in keeping a public drinking- 
place as defined by the ordinance, 
which has reference to retail houses 
alone. 

Sunday night the hobos in the drunk 
cell got into a fight. One of them, A. 
Beard, a man with a glass eye, had his 
artificial optic smashed in his head, the 
pieces of glass cutting him frightfully. 
This was considered punishment 
enough for him, so he was released 
without the usual penalty for being 
drunk. 

James Riley, one of the red-wine ho- 
bos, had his right eye in mourning as 
the result of the melee in the drunk 
cell.

He can consider himself 
lucky im getting off with a $10 fine. 

Dan Burns, a young man in the em- 
ploy of Grant Bros., Was fined $5 for 
battery. His victim was an old man 
who asked him for a dollar with: which 
to get something to eat. Burns said 
he was not giving away dollars, but if 
the old man would accompany him to 
a street stand he would buy him a 
tamale or a sandwich. “I'll make a 
tamale of you,”’ said the ancient party, 
and with that made a rush at Burns, 


who met him with a sledge-hammer ' 


blow under the chin, and the old man 
was left weltering in his gore in the 
gutter. Burns started to run away 
after felling the beggar, but a citizen 
named W. H. Heidt caught him and 
delivered him to Officer Cicotte. 

John Parks, an individual who was 
released from the City Jail last Satur- 
day, where he had been confined for 
drunkenness, was caught in the act of 
begging the same evening, and got a 
thirty-day sentence. 

Charles Hawley, a railroad man, was 
fined $10 for disturbing the peace by 
“loud and tumultous conduct, fighting 
and challenging to fight.” etc. He 
pleaded guilty to disturbing the peace 
and fighting, but said he did not think 
he did all the other things mentioned in 
the complaint. The fight occurred at 
the Foresters’ ball at Turner Hall Sat- 
urday night, when Hawley whipped a 
man nearly twice his size from Santa 
Monica. 

William Daly and William Evans got 
eighty and ninety days respectively for 
stealing a pair of trousers. 

. Mike Welch was fined $5, and Joseph 
F. Nadeau $2 for obstructing the side- 
walk. 

Jim Malion and Tom Collins were 
fined $10 each for disturbing the peace. 

L. E. Crosby and F. J. Tuttle were 
erraigned on the charge of attempting 
to defraud Mrs. J. C. Philbrook out of 
the price of a month’s board and lodg- 
ing. They pleaded not guilty and had 
their trial set for next Saturday, but 
in the course of the afternoon a vener- 
able citizen of Pasadena came to their 
rescue, satisfied Mrs. Philbrook’s claim, 
paid the costs of the suit and had both 
defendants released. 

In Justice Mofrrison’s court, Ah Wong 
pleaded gullty to the charge of selling 
lottery tickets and was fined $10. Had 
he fought the case as most Chinamen 
do, it would have cost him about $100, 

C. R. Delos, the man with the flowing 
locks and whiskers and gunny-sack rali- 
ment, was found guilty of vagrancy by 
a jury in just seven minutes.

RUNAWAY BLACK BOYS. 


Escaped Samoan Slaves Who Live in 
the Thick Woods. | ae 

(‘Letters to Youtig Friends,” by Rob- 
ert Louls Stevenson, in the December 
St. Nicholas:) Boys sometimes run 
away from the plantations, and live 
aloné in the forest, building little sheds 
to proteet them from the rain, and 
sometimés planting little gardens for 
food; but for the most part living the 
best they can upon the nuts of the trees 
and yams that they dig with their hands 
out of the earth. I do not think there 
can be anywhere in the world people 
more wretched than these runaways. 
They cannot return, for they would only 
return to be punished; they can never, 
hope to see again their own people— 
indeed I do not know what they can 
hope, but just to find enough yams ev- 
ery day to Keep them from starvation. 
And in the wet season of the year, 
which is our summer and your winter, 
when the rain falls day after day far 
harder and louder than the loudest 
thunder-plump that ever fell in Eng- 
land, and the room is so dark that the 
lean man is sometimes giad to light 
his lamp to- write by, I can think o 
nothing so dreary as the state of these 
poor runaways in the houseless bush. 
You are to remember, besides, that the 
people of the island hate and fear them 
because they are cannibals; sit and tell 
tales of them about their lamps at 
night in their own comfortable houses, 
and are sometimes afraid to lie down 
to sleep if they think there is: a lurk- 
ing Black Boy in the neighborhood. 
Well, now, Arick is of their own race 
and language, only he is a little more 
lucky, because he has not run away; 
and how do you think that he proposed 
to help them? He asked if he might 
not have a gun. “What do you want 
with a gun, Arick?” was asked. He an- 
swered quite simply and with his nice 
good-natured smile, that if he had a 
gun he would go into the High Bush 
and shoot Black Boys as men shoot 
pigeons. He said nothing about eating 
them, nor do I think he really meant to; 
I think all he wanted was to clear the 
plantation of vermin, as game-keepers 
at home kill weasels or rats. 

The other day he was sent on an er- 
rand to the German Company, where 
many of the Black Boys live. It was 
very late when he came home. He had 
a white bandage around his head, his 
eyes shone, and he could scarcely speak 
for excitement. It seems some of the 
Black Boys who were his enemies at 
home had attacked him, one with a 
knife. By his own account, he had 
fought very well; but the odds were 
heavy. The man with the knife had 
cut him both in the head and back: he 
had be:nstruck down; and if som? Black 
Boys of his own side had not come to 
the reseue, he.must certainly have been 
killed. I am suré no. Christmas: box 
could’ make any of you children’ so 
happy as this fight made Arick A great 
part of the next day he neglected his 
work to play upon the one-stringed 
harp and sing songs about his great 
victory. Today, when he is gone upon 
his holiday, he has announced that he’ 
is going back to the German Firm to’ 
have another battle and another tri- 
umph. I do not think he will g0, all 
the same, or I should be uneasy; for I 
do not want to have my <Arick killed; 
and there is no doubt that if he begin. 
this fight again, he will be likely to go, 
on with it very far. . ;

 MAYNE REMAINS. 


HE is NOT YET PERMITTED TO 
REVISIT SAN DLEGO. 


Eren if the Court Grants Permission 

the Prisoner Seems Too Ill to 

Journey Thither—Afidarits to 
Ge to the Supreme Court. 


Deputy Sheriff Johnson of San Diego 
returned there yesterday afternoon 
without Clifton E. Mayne, and the lat- 
ter lies now very ill at the Ceunty Jail, 
having had a relapse and more hemor- 
rhages.on Sunday. 

When the petition to fix bail for 
Mayne and allow him to go free until 
the decision of the-case by the Supreme 
Court was laid before Judge Smith, he 
listened to Mr. Shinn’s eloquent argu- 
ments without betraying any over- 
wheiming sympathy, and then quietly 
denied’ the application, giving as a rea- 
son that.it was not a case in which the 
discretion of the court ought to be used. 

Messrs. Copeland and Shinn at once 
withdrew the petition and affidavits 
that had been filed, in order that they 
might be laid before the Supreme 
Court. 

Judge Smith then declined to confirm 
the order of Judge Puterbaugh to pro- 
duce Mayne at San Diego, on the 
ground that to either confirm or deny it 
did not lie within his jurisdiction, and 
that. the responsibility rested with 
Sheriff Burr. That. officer does not 
seem exactly keen to assume it, unless 
a writ of habeas corpus from San Di- 
‘ego leaves him no choice in the mat- 
ter. His attorney has recommended 
him to obey the order of Judge Puter- 
baugh, and produce Mayne before the 
grand jury at San Diego, but that. is 
impossible just at present on account 
of Mayne’s weakness. 

In any case the Sheriff does not-~in- 
tend to allow Mayne to go out of his 
hands. If the man must go to San Di- 
ego, Mr. Burr will accompany him in 
person, as he does not care to take any 
risks in the matter. 

THE AFFIDAVIT AT HOME. 

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 16.—(Special Dis- 
patch.). The second bombshell in the 
camp of the Councilmen and water 
boodlers exploded with thrilling effect 
on the arrival of The Times with 
Mayne’s affidavit refiecting.on leading 
Countilmen and citizens. An officer of 
the San Diego Water Company says of 
the published statement that’ Mayne 
‘was paid $2500 for the affidavit. He 
says: “If you read the statement clear 
to the end you will probably. discover 
by the last paragraph who is respon- 


gible _for such absurdly false state-

ments. ‘ The fact that a man (R. F 

Sauer) from this city, well known as a 
worker for the Tecarte scheme, is, as 
alleged, anxiously engaged in trying to 
prevent Mayne’s’coming to San Diego 
to testify, is itself a trifle significant. 
It may be ‘desirable to say that the 
‘Flume Company, Water Company or 
Consolidated Water Company has 
neither paid, offered, or’ promised to 
pay any sum of money or other valu- 
able consideration to Mayne for giving 
or withholding his evidence in any mat- 
ters before the grand jury in this city, 
or for any other purpose.” J. M. 
Howells, president of the Flume Com- 
pany, who was threatened by Titus, 
Babcock’s attorney, with arrest for per- 
jury, has returned from Fresno. Judge 
John D. Works is reported to be in Los 
Angeles, trying to get Mayne here to 
testify before the grand jury. 


BAIRD'S BIC BICYCLE. 


Detcctive Auble Reta Refates the Insinu- 
ation that He Stole It. 


A. Baird, a. carpenter and ‘puilder, . 


drifted into.The Times office about 1:30 


o'clock Monday morning to charge De- |’ 


tective Auble with stealing his bicycle. 
He said-he missed the wheel three 
weeks ago. He.notified the police and: 
left a long written description. He 
went to the station several times, but 
got no wheel. .About a week ago he 
went again. After some palaver he 
was admitted to a room where among 
other wheels he picked out his. Auble 


had found it four days after Baird lost. 


it. It was in a Second-street restau- 
rant opposfte the old Leland House. 
The wheel had been smashed. Auble 
had it repaired and had been using. it. 
He charged Baird $3 for: having had . 
the repairs made, Baird... said he had 
in the mean time bought a new wheel, 
supposing the old one to be irretrieva- 
hly lost. ‘Now he has two wheels and 
Auble wants to collect $3. 

Detective Auble, when asked . about 
the matter yesterday, laughed at the 
absurdity of Baird's claim that he stole 
his wheel. He did not take the wheel 


away from the restaurant himself. It 


was turned over to Detective Steele b 

the restaurant-Keeper, because it had 
been there for some days without any 
one coming to claim it. Both tires | 
were punctured, several spokes were 
broken, and it was generally dilapi- 
dated. It did not answer the descrip- 
tion of any wheel reported at the sta- 
tion as having been stolen. The officers 
tried in vain to find the owner. After 
it had stood at the station about two 
weeks without any one coming to 
claim it; Detectives Auble and Hawley 
suggested. to Capt. Roberts that they 
would get the wheel repaired and use 
it until the owner showed up. .The 
captain said he did not consider it 
worth what it would cost to fix it, but 
saw no objections to their having it 
repaired if ‘they thought it worth while. 
The repairs were made an expense 
of, $3.50. Mr. Auble rode the wheel just 
once in responding to an emergency 
call. Mr. Hawley never used it at all. 

Very soon after the repairs were 
made Mr. Baird ‘came to the station 
and identified the wheel as his own. 
The officers told him to také it, but ex- 
plained that they had spent $3.50 in or- 
der to make it serviceable. They told 
him they thought he ought to pay for. 
the repairs. He said he ‘would. and 
tohd them toa keep the wheel till he 
called again. Next day he came and 
got it, but did not pay the $3.50. 

The detectives fail to ‘see “why :Mr. 
Baird should kick. He got his wheel 
back in better cogdition ‘than it was in 
when he lost it, and’ it has so far cost 
him nothing. , 

The officers deny ‘that! Mr. Baird ever 
left any written description of his bi- 
cycle at police headquarters.

A CANVASSER’S WAIL. 


He Says the of Police Inaalted 
Him. 


Charles Bogenschneider of No. i) 
Wall street writes to The Times, com- 
plaining that he was subjected to falee 
errest and treated with contumely by 
Chief of Police Glass last Saturday. 

Bogenschneider, claims to be a can- 

vasser (for whet he dées not state) and 
says: 

“While I was engaged in solictting 
trede on Grand avenue, in thé ‘vicinity 
of Twentieth street, on Saturday noon, 
the Chief happened along, and demand- 
ing in a most insolent way what I was 
canvassing, snatched my portfolio from 
my hand, and exclaimed ‘you are 4 
crook, and are only looking for a chance 
to rob. You had better leave the city 
at once.’ I resented such treatment, 
as firmly and respectfully as possible, 
and’ declared that as I was engaged in 
a lawful business I had not the slight- 
est intention of complying with his de- 
mand. Without more ado I was searched 
on’ the street’ in full view of the public 
and then led to the station house where 
I was held, while detectives were sent 
to my home and my employers, who 
corroborated my story. All inquiries 
failing to show cause for suspicion, the 
folly of the arrest bécame evident to the 
officials and I was discharged, with the 
apology that it looKs suspicious to Can-; 
vass from house to house.” 

Chief Glass, when informed of Bogeh- 
schneider’s plaint yesterday; said he 
had béen watching his movements and 
had good reasons to suspect that 
was a crook. The mafority of daylight 
burglaries are committed by men who 
go ebout in the disguise of agents or 
peddlers. Under the pretext of having 
something to sell they go from door to 
door, and when they come to a house 
where no one appears to be at home 
they go in and do their stealing. 


The Chief said Bogenschneider had 


ust been turned away from James C. 

ay’s residence when he first noticed 
him. Instead of trying the next house 
and taking the residences on the street 
in order, as a legitimate canvasser 
would naturally be expected to do, Bo- 
genschneider seemed to skip those 
plaees where people were visible about 
the premises and appeared to stop only 
at houses where no one was in sight. 
This aroused the Chief’s suspicions, and 
he began to question the suspect in re- 
gard to his business, where he came 
from, how long he had been _here,, etc. 
Heé did not snatch his portfolio out of 
his hands, but demanded to see his 
samples, which were not of a nature 
to inspire confidence that the man was 
@ bona fide canvasser. 

Bogenschnelder’s evasive answers and 
his assumption: of injured innocence 
made the Chief all the more suspicious, 
and led. him to think that he might at 
that moment have stolen valuables on 
his person. -He therefore searched him 
on. the spot. -Almost the first article 
produced was a small pair of scissors, 
such as are commonly used by piek- 
pockets: Bogenschneider said he used 
them to trim his nails, although he did 
not look like a person who was in the 
per of paying much attention to his 
eilet, 

Bogenschneider finally offered to ac- 
company the Chief to the station, where 
he said he was sure he could satisfy 
the officers that he was not a crook. The 
Chief took him at his word and,. board- 
_ing a car, they proceeded to the Chief's 
office, where, after a brief investiga- 
‘tion, it was’ found.that there were: no 
Fieanse upon which to further detain 


The Chief says that Bogenschneider 
at first told him his name was Snyder 
and pretended that. he«had been jn the 
city a long time,’ but finally admitted 
that he had been here only two weeks. 


He did‘ not own up to his true name} 


until the Chief found it on an envelope 
in his pocket. 

The Chief avers that no injustice was 
done the man, and no improper means 
were taken to find out whether he was 
a crook or an honest tradesman. Offi- 
cers are paid to look out for suspicious 
characters, and at this particular time 
when daylight thieving-is so common, 
house to house peddlers and canvassers, 
unless they are personally known to the 
officers, are especially looked upon with 
suspicion by police.

THE ORANGE EXCHANGE OBJECTS 
TO GREEN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


It is Declared that the Sending 
Away of Unripe Oranges, as Has 
Reen Done by Outside Shippers, 
Will Disastrousliy injure the 
Trade. 


RIVERSIDE, Dee. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Riverside Fruit Ex- 
change has issued two circulars, one on 
Saturday, to be sent shippers, and the 
other today, to be distributed among 
orange-growers. The first circular se- 
verely criticises the plan of outside 
shippers in taking advantage of the 
market for oranges to rush forward un- 
ripe fruit. One of the objects of these 
outside shippers is to make it appear 
that they control large quantities of 
fruit this season. They have picked 
and packed oranges regardiess of their 
fitness for market, and many carloads 
have been shipped that will not aver- 
age more than 15 per cent. of suitable 
fruit for shipment. It will be utterly 
impossible for these oranges to give 
satisfaction on their arrival in the East, 
but must result in rejections and gen- 
eral prejudice against early California 
navels. The Exchange wishes to go on 
record as positively opposed to such 
green oranges being forwarded from 
Riverside, and states that there is no 
fruit produced in Riversije which is 
mature enough to give perfcct satis- 
faction before the middie of January 
at the very earliest. The Exchange 
has received orders for not less thar 
150 carloads for the trade, but it was 
obliged to decline most of them, fur- 
nishing only a few orders to accommo- 
date customers for the holidays, and in 
these instances the greatest care is 
taken to select highly colored fruit. 
Had it been known of the stampede of 
outside shippers to pack and ship green 
fruit the Exchange would have refused 
to send out a singlé carload before the 
first or middle of January. The outside 
shippers have apparently no regard 
whatever for the evil effect it may 
have on future sales of Riverside fruit 
in thus shipping green fruit; they make 
their commission out of it, and that 
ends their interest. 

The other circular is to the members 
of the Exchange, congratulating them 
upon the,pains they have taken in se- 
lecting oranges for holiday shipment. 
After five persons have visited the Ex- 
change packing-houses several times 
each during the past week, the conclu- 
sion is arrived at that the very poorest 
colored fruit sent out by any associa- 
tion was superior to the so-called first- 
grade fruit sent out by outside ship- 


pers, 
“Some of our neighbors,’ says the 
circular, “are chuckling over the fact 


of their having made sales of «the 
fruit in their orchards, and that the 
shippers are taking such large quanti- 
ties so early. They should be aware 
thet the green fruit now being packed 


does not weigh as much as it would if 


mature; also, that it will gain in size. 
We fear that this indiscriminate ship- 
ment of excessively green fruit will 


eventually prove disastrous to the whole 
community, and that they will suffer 


with those of us who have exerted our- 
selves to keep up the 
Riverside oranges. Every grower should 


feél keenly the adverse criticism this 


class of fruit is sure to call forth from 
BDastern consumers.
